WHO THE NEW JUDGES ARE. 


Sketches of the Men Named by the Presi- 
dent for the Bench. 

William H. Taft is a son of Judge Alphonso 
Taft, Secretary of War under President Grant 
and Minister to Russia under President Ar- 
thur. He was educat- 
ed in the Cincinnati 
public schools and grad- 
‘ uated at Yale College 
in the class of 1878. He 
was admitted to the 
Cincinnati bar and in 
1882 was appointed As- 
sistant Prosecuting At- 
torney of Hamilton 
County. President Ar- 
thut appointed him 
Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the First 
District of Ohioin 1884, 

WILILIAM R. TAFT. and after serving one 
year he resigned the position, which is a val- 
vable one with several hundred appointments, 
and resumed the practice ot law. In 
1887 he was appointed Judge of the 
Superior Court of Cincinnati by Gov. Foraker 
to fili a vacancy and the following spring was 
nominated by the Republicans for that office 
and elected by a large majority. Afterserving 
one of the five years of the term he was ap- 
pointed by President Harrison as Solicitor- 
General of the United States, since which 
time he has been in Washington. His father 
died one year ago in California. He is a 
brother of Charles P. Taft, editor and pro- 
prietor of the Cincinnati Zimes-Star. Prob- 
ably no man of his age in this country has 
had so many honors thrust upon him as Will- 
iam H. Taft, who has never yet solicited an 
appointment, and who now, at the age of 35 
years, is called upon for the fifth time to re- 
sign a position of honor and profit for a still 
higher one. Judge Taft is married and has a 
beautiful home on Walnut Hill in Cincinnati, 

William L. Putnam. 

William L. Putnam, who was Mr. Bayard’s 
legal assistant in the fisheries negotiations, is 
a man of wealth and influence. He was re- 
tained in his capacity as a lawyer to watch, on 
behalf of the United

George Mifflin Dallas. 8 

George Mifflin Dallas is one of the ablest 
best known members of the Philadelphia bar. 
He was born at Pittsburg Feb. 7, 1839. His 
father, Freranion B. Dallas, was a son of 
Judge Alexander S. Dallas and a younger 
brother of the late George M. Dallas, Vice- 
President of the United States with President 
Polk, and Minister to England. On his 
mother’s side Mr. Dallas is a grand nephew of 
William W. Wilkins, for many years United 
States Senator ana Minister to Russia. Leav- 
ing school at the age of 14 Mr. 
Dallas entered as a student in the law,office 
of St. George Tucker Campbell and was ad- 
mitted tothe barof Philadelphia Oct. 13, 1860, 
He rapidly acquired a lucrative practice and 
has of late years devoted himself largely to 
office work. He acted as one of the special 
masters during the long period when the 
Philadelphia and Reding Railroad company 
was in the hands of receivers. In 1872 Mr. 
Dallas was elected one of the delegates at 
large to the convention for revising the Con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania. He is now Pro- 
fessor of Evidence, Torts, and Practice in the 
Law Department of the University of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Dallas early espoused the 
principles of the Demoeratic party and has 
since remained with it. In the days of the 
Randall and anti-Randall faction fignts he was 
a stanch adherentof the famous Third District 
Congressman, 

Nathaniel Shipman. 

Judge Nathaniel Shipman of Hartford is a 
native of Southbury, Conn., and is 63 years 
of age. He was graduated from Yale in the 
class ot 48 and studied law in Fairfield and 
shortly afterward located in Hartford. He 
was one of the earliest members of the Re- 
publican party in that city and in 1857 was 
elected as a Republican to the State Legis- 
lature. From 1858 to 1862 he was ex- 
ecutive secretary to Connecticut’s famous 
war Governor, Buckingham, and upon 
retiring from that position continued in legal 
practice in Hartford and made a fine reputa- 
tion. In 1873 he was appointed by Fresident 
Grant as United States District Judge for his 
district to succeed William D. Shipman, Dem- 
ocrat, who had been on the bench for twenty 
years. Judge Shipman has served as District 
Judge continuously from 1873 to the present 
time. He has a thoroughly equipped judicial 
mind and his decisions are widely approved 
in legal circles for their ability and the evi- 
dent care and search with which they are pre-

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BUTTE SMOKED OUT. 


THE MOUNTAIN CITY UP IN ARMS 
AGAINST A NUISANCE, 


Fames of Sulphur from the Ore Furnaces 
Sweep Over the Town in Such Dense 
Clouds That the Electric Lights Can 
Hardly Be Seen — Indignant Citizens 
Threaten to Take the Law in Their Owu 
Hands if Relief Does Not Come—Steps 
Taken to Abate the Trouble. } 

Burrz, Mont., Dec. 16.—[Special. |—The 
city is in a greater ferment over the 
sulphur fumes nuisance than it ever 
was before. Every year at this sea- 
son it has been visited by the same 
annoyance. A little over a year ago Health 

Officer Roberts persuaded the Council the 

increased death rate every winter was due to 

the dense sulphur fumes given out by heaps 


rized form, hung heavily over 
the ground and, except when there is wind, 
filled the town with their noxious presence. An 
ordinance was then passed that no ore should 
be roasted in the city or within three miles 
unless the fumes generated passed through a 
stack at least seventy-five feet high. This was 
to abolish heap roasting and enforce the roast- 
ing in stalls or kilns conn with a high 
chimney. The ordinance was to go into ef- 
fect last September, giving the smelter men 
nine months to comply with it. There are 
six large smelting works situated along the 
line of Silver Bow Creek. Of these only three 
employed heap roasting to calcimine the ore— 
the Butte Reduction works and the twosmelter 
works of the Boston and Montana company. 
The others were already using stalls or calci- 
mining furnaces. The Butte Reduction Works 
complied withthe ordinance and putup a 
high chimney and stalls. The Boston and 
Montana company has not. Its building an 
enormous smelting plant at Great Falls and 
does not want to go to any expense at its 
smelters here. Heap roasting was abandoned 
the middle of October by the Boston and Mon- 
tana, and for several weeks after the citizens 
enjoyed unusual comfort. Capt. Couch, Super- 
intendent of the company, on the 5th inst. 
notified the Mayor that his company 
would resume heap roasting, as- the smelters 


‘were running short of material. The com- 


pany had five piles ready to fire which were to 
be lighted the 15th. Capt. Couch left town 
Monday, the 7th, and the following night 
the piles were fired, by whom no one knows. 
When the wind blows from the north or the 
west the fumes are blown away from town 
and the air is bright, pure, and bealthy at 
When there is no wind or it is 
from the southeast or east the city is enveloped 
in the sulphur fumes. 


The Whole Town Coughed. 


Thepe was no wind the 8th, and the fumes 
ed town and set every one coughing. 


ey increased in virulence al! the time with 
the exception of one or two days, when 
a west wind blew. The indignation of tue 
citizens at this defiance of law knew no 
bounds, Public feeling was aggravated every 
begun by 
the city which was set for heari tonight, 
and a temporary restraining order issued by 
the District Court, which has been ignored by- 
the company. Meetingsof one kind or another 
were held. People talked of going out en masse 
to the place where the heaps are burning, two 
miles east of town, and pulling the offensive 
piles to piepes. Last Monday President Big- 
elow was wired at Boston that if he did not 
issue orders to put out the piles the city would 
do so. An evasive reply was received Tues- 


day night. The Mayor and several Aldermen * 
saw the situation was too serious to wait for 


legal permission and decided on prompt ac- 
tion. They arranged with a contractor to 
take men out to the ore heaps and cover them 
with dirt and smother them out. The piles 
are enormous affairs which water cannot 
quench—and, besides, there is none handy to 
use. 

Anonymous circulars were dtstributed last 
night calling a meeting today in front of the 
City Haliat 9 a. m. An angry crowd as 
sembled. A committee was appointed to see 
if the contractor was at work and the meeting 
adjourned to 1 o’clock. At that hour the 
crowd reassembled. The committee reported 
the authorities were doing nothing. Incen- 
diary speeches were made advising the 
mob to go out and pull the piles 
apart. The Mayor reached the place 
in time to tell the people what had been 
done by him, and that the contractor could do 
nothing with the ground frozen until he got 
tools which had been ordered and were sent 
out to the ground. The meeting then dis- 
persed in an ugly mood. 

Trying to Smother the Nuisance. 

The work is no light one that has been un- 
dertaken. The officers of the Boston and 
Montana are frightened. at the spirit abroad 
and begged the authorities to go ahead at 
once and put the piles out if they can..A force 
of men has been employed and was at work 
around the piles during the afternoon pick- 
ing away at the frozen ground beside 
them and shoveling the dirt on them. The 
fumes are fearfully thick beside the piles and 
envelop the vicinity for more than a mile 
around, rolling along the ground towards 
Butte and covering the whole city in a dense 
fog, so thick the electric lights are hardly 
seen. But for the action of the authorities 
the works of the company were doomed. The 
people are suffering no more than they have 
often suffered before, but it is the defiance 
with which the company has acted that has 
aroused resentment and put the citizens 
ina dangerous humor. Capt. Couch’s life 
would not have been safe during the last week 
had he been in town, as he gets all the credit 
for the defiance of law. It will take several 
days to cover the piles with dirt, and if that 
does not remedy the evil something serious is 
certain to occur. 


CHICAGO ATMOSPHERE IS CLEAR, 


If It Is Compared with the Sulphurous 
Clouds That Smother Butte City. 

In the matter of smoke, according to W. 8. 
Hutchinson, No. 6 Washington street, the at- 
mosphere of Chicago holds no comparison 
whatever with Butte City, Mont. Chicago's 
air, even over the river, where the puffy little 
tugboats pour out their volumes of uncon- 
sumed bituminous gases to intermingle with 
clouds of tactory smoke, is bright, clear, and 
unpolluted when the atmosphere of Butte is 
considered. 

It's the worst place that I know of 
on this earth, said Mr. Hutchinson, for the 
smoke there is composed of sulphur fumes, 
There is no wind to speak of, as the little city 


is located in a cove near the top of a mount- 


ain 6,000 feet high, and is so sheltered that the 
wind cannot reach it strongly enough to clear 
away the fumes. 

“The smelters are mostly situated below 
the city and close to it, on the mountain side, 
so the gases are inclined to rise up and hover 
around it. I've seen the sulphur smoke so 
thick there on a summer’s day that I could 
not recognize a man within two yards of me.”’ 

On being asked what remedy he would sug- 


Jest for the nuisance, Mr, Hutchinson said: 


“The remedy is easy enough, but it is not 
resorted to. They have an o ance there 
as we have here, but it is not orced. The 
gases could be consumed by the use of fur- 
naces constructed for that purpose. ‘The 
fumes are the result of imperfect combustion, 
and are allowed to escape before being con- 
sumed.” -

DETROIT REVOLTS AT ITS STREET CARS. 


Suits to Be Brought to Test the Validity of 
the Companies’ Franchises. 
Dzrrorr, Mich., Dec. 16.—[Special.]—De- 
troit has long been in the grasp of a boodle 
Council anda grasping, far behind the times 
street railway combination. There is not an 
electric or grip car in the city and all efforts 
by the people to push them into better service 
or to obtain concessions when franchises were 
granted have been balked by a lavish Council.

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COMPROMISE PROBABLE IN THE 
AMERICAN EXPRESS SCANDAL. 


No Statement Will Be Made of the Terms 
of Settlement Until Minor Details Are 
Arranged—Estimate That the Ex-Presi- 
dent Wili Return $500,000 to the Adams 
Express Company- fle Seems Anxious 
to Settle Instead of Going to Court— 
How He Got His Money. 

Nzw Yorx, Dec. 16.—[Special.]—The case 
of the Adams Express company against its 
former President, John Hoey, who is charged 
with taking from the company over $700,000, 
is about to be settled, and by tomorrow night 
the terms ot settlement will be made public. 
Notwithstanding the talk of Mr. Hoey’s 
friends that the wealthy corporation wanted 
to crush him simply because he was regarded 
as being greater than the company, he has 
been quietly trying to effect some arrange- 
ment by which he could return a part of the 
money that he is charged with having unlaw- 
fully come into possession of. 

At the time of his service as President, Mr. 
Hoey declared he was going to carry the case 
to the highest courts in the land in order to 
have himself cleared of the charge. For the 
last week a numberof lawyers engaged on both 
sides have been negotiating for a settlement. 
The new Board of Directors of the express 
conipany is composed of Henry Sanford, 
President; Frederick Lovejoy, Vice-President 
and General Manager; Waldo Adams, Will- 
iam B. Dinsmore, L. C. Wier, and Clarence A. 
Seward. Mr. Seward is not only a director, 
but his firm, Seward, Guthrie & Moraqetz, 
are the counsel for the company. With Se- 
ward, Guthrie & Morawetz was associated. in 
the negotiations for settlement Leopold Wal- 
lack. John Hoey’s representative was er- 
Judge Dittenhoefer. 


Plan Submitted to the Board of Directors. 
After many overtures and alterations the 
plan was submitted ata full meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the express company. 
Mr, Hoey was not present at the meeting. 
As there are a few minor details to be attended 
to the final acceptance of the offer was post- 
poned fora day or so, when its terms and the 
condition in which it leaves the ex-president 
will be given to the public. ; 

It was idle to try to obtain any information 
at the offices of the express company today. 
Mr. Dinsmore was at his country place at 
Staatsburg-on-the-Hudson and Vice-President 
Lovejoy had not made his appearance. Clar- 
ence A. Seward nor any of the other members 
of his filr would talk on the subject, their 
only concern deing to learn the name of the 
man who had given out the fact that a settle- 
ment was about to be made. Ex-Judge Dit- 
tenhofer was equally reticent, his anxiety to 
learn the source of the information being 
greater than that of Messrs. Seward, Guthrie, 
and Morawetz. 

Made $700,000 in a Purchase. 

Early in October last the startling an- 
nouncement was made that suit would be 
brought against ex-President John Hoey of 
the Adams Express company and his asso- 
ciate, Mr. Spooner, to secure an adjustment 
of their alleged indebtedness to the corpora- 
tion. It was alleged that the two officials had 
made great profit for themselves through 
their management of the purchase of the 
Boston Dispatch company and the Kins- 
ley Express company for theirown corpora- 
tion. The profit was understood as being 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $700,000, 
The friends of Messrs. Hoey and Spooner in- 
sisted that the affair ‘could ba explained to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, Mr. Sanfo 


press company in place of Mr. Hoey, mafe a 
statement showing his side of the controversy. 
He said that Mr. Hoey and Mr. Spooner had 
sold out their stock in the company along 
while before—in fact before they entered into 
the scheme to make $700,000. Mr. Sanford

What Lovejoy Recited in His Affidavit. 

Mr. Lovejoy in his affidavit recited the his- 
tory of the Adams Express company, which 
he described as a joint stock association. Mr. 
Hoey was appointed manager of the company 
Jan. 7, 1870. His elevations to the trusteeship, 
Vice-Presidency, and Presidency were then 
referred to. In all of these positions he had 
control of the funds and assets of the compa- 
ny. It was alleged that prior to March 25, 
1882, Mr. Hoey, either individually or in con- 
nection with other persons, acquired an 
interest in the business of the New 
York and Boston Dispatch company, 
the Kinsley Express company, and the Union 
Express company, for $73,095, to the full value 
at that time of the interest purchased. That 
same day he sold and transferred this interest 
to the Adams Express company for $350,000, 
and in his official capacity caused this sum to 
be transferred to himself and others out of 


and by so doing appropriated $276,906 out of 
the $850,000 to his own use and that of others. 
This sum has been wholly lost to the Adams 
Express company. 

An evening paper states that the terms of 
the compromise will involve the return of 
$500,000 to the company by Mr. Hoey.

The Gold and Stock Telegraph Company 
Again Connected with the Exchange. 

New Yorx, Dec. 16.—[Special.]—The stock 
ticker war assumed a new phase today. The 
Consolidated Exchange joined hands with its 
old enemy, the Gold and Stock Telegraph 
company,in adetermined effort tosquelch their 
common foe, the New York Stock Exchange. 
This stroke was the securing of a peremptory 
order issued by Judge Dykman of the Supreme 
Court, sitting at White Plains, compelling the 
officers of the Stock Exchange to restore 
immediately the connections of the 
Gold and Stock tickers with the Stock 
Exchange and to supply the company with 
the quotations, just as before. The order was 
served on President Dickerman and Secre- 
tary Ely of the Stock Exchange shortly 
after noon, and within an our the 
wires had been connected ana the Gold 
and Stock company was once more receiving 
its quotations of Stock Exchange sales on the 
same footing as its rival, the New York Quo- 
tation company, which is owned by the Stock 
Exchange. As matters stand now tne Gold 
and Stock company not only gets its quota- 
tions free and sells them at enormous profits, 
but the Stock Exchange is obliged to pay the 
expense of collectingthis news, which amounts 
to about $14,000 a year.

Driver Creighton says he was held up and 
robbed in the alley just west of the chemical 
works on Mather street, and that the street 
lights were extinguished. There is a gas-lamp 
right at the mouth of this alley to which 
Creighton refers. Thomas Roach, assistant 
Superintendent of the factory, and his wife, 
who live directly across the street, say that 
light was not extinguished during the entire 
night. Mr. Roach said: 

This robbery, if it was a robbery and if it 
happened at all. took place at the rear of our 
factory. At 6:45 the watchman of our factory 
came over to my house. I live right across the 
street. He told me I had locked my dog in, 
and I went over and let him out. As I left 
the factory to go home the daughter of Mrs. 
Downey, a neighbor, ran to me and said: 

Six men are robbing a man in the alley.’ 

I hurried up, locked the doors, and with 
the night watchman started for the alley on 
Desplaines street. As we neared it we met 
two young fellows whom I knew. It seems 
the little girl had told them previously of the 
robbery. They were getting excited. They 
Ycaught the little girl by the shoulder and yelled: 
‘Where are these’ robbers? You said there 
were six. We can’t find them.’ We found 
nobody. Then I went back home and found 
no robbers in my path, When I reached the 
shop at 5 a. m. today the sheds across the 
alley from the shop were on fire. I ran over, 
and after a half hour’s fight with a Babcock 
extinguisher we put out blaze. It was 
simply a fire built on the floor of an old 
— 


Investigation showed that a number of 
bricks had been built around a small place 
where a great many papers had been burned. 

Doesn’t Think There Was a Robbery. 

Mr. Roach continued: Idon't believe there 
was any robbery. Again, I have lived in my 
present home for fourteen years. During all 
that time I never saw a United States mail 
* driven over that street. I have seen 
pick-up wagons come along, but never a mail 
wagon. Now, why d Creighton go in 
there? That is a narrow and a dangerous 
street, Desplaines and Halsted are well 
lighted streets. When he says that the gas- 
— was extinguished: he is simply saying 
what is not true. That light burned all night. 
If any robbery took place it was within fifteen 
feet of a gaslight that was burning brightly. 
Why should Creighton go on this street at all 
with a valuable load? It’s out of the way. 
He says he was blocked at Blue Island avenue 
and Twelfth street, and at Halsted and Mather 
streets. 8 

To a reporter for THz Trreunez occupants 
of business places at these two corners and 
employés of the West Side Street car com- 
pany all declare there was no stoppage of 
traffic on those streets at 7 o’clock. 

Miss Mary Conway, who lives on the curner 
where the robbery is said to have taken place, 
says she heard noises out in the alley, and that 
the wagon was driven into the alley by tho 
driver, and that she heard no remonstrances. 

Annie Downey, a Nyear-old girl who lives 
100 feet west of the scene of the alleged rob- 
bery, ran down to the night watchman of the 
chemical fire engine company and told him 
that a man was being robbed in the alley. He 
ran out and met others whom she had toid to 
the same effect. 
they went back to the office. 

Mrs. Alice Burnett, who lives on the second 
floor of the brick building facing the alley 
running east to Desplaines street from the alley 
where the alleged robbery took place, said: I 
heard a disturbance down in the alley at 7 
o’clock last night. Several men seemed to be 
talking. I thought nothing of it, for they fre- 
quently ‘rush the growler’ in that alley. I 
heard, too, the noise of a buggy or wagon 
moving along. 

Miss Tillie Goehy, who lives in rooms facing 
this same alley, said: 1 heard men talkin 
in earnest tones in the alley at 7 o’clock. 
did not look out.“ 

What an Eye Witness Saw. 

Mary Hall, a colored child 8 years old, who 
lives on the third floor on the alley, said: 
„At 7 o’clock I heard a big noise in the alley. 
I pushed up the window and poked my head 
out. I sawthree men and a buggy and a 
white horse hitched to it. Isaw the men run 
out to the sidewalk and earry some white 
bundles to the buggy and throw them in; then 
all three uf them jumped into the buggy, und 
they whipped the horse and he went running 
through that alley clear to Halsted street.“ 

George Schilling, No. 322 Wood street, 
says that at about the time of the robbery he 
saw four men driving inalight wagon past

Such a plan bas been in contemplation 
for some time. Just now I am one of the 
fifty-seven Postmasters within the corporate 
limits Of Chicago. Every time a man from 
Washington visited the office here I have 
explained this matter to him and in each in- 
stance it has proven a revelation. Jefferson, 
Cicero, Woodlawn, Kenwood, Englewood, 
and other sections have each a. Postmaster, 
The Chicago office has borne the brunt of all 
mistakes of these offices, and the number of 
hardships worked by the system under which 
they are operated has never been understood. I 
know of eight of these offices radiating from 
& center not a mile separate from any of them. 
There is no free delivery in these sections, and 
this is not properly understood. Almost m 
the heart of the residence portion of the city 
are separate postoffices where letters must be 
left until called for. We have no more to do 
with them than if they were in Arizona. 
„New York has seven deliveries daily to 
Chicago’s six in business districts and three 
to Chicago’s two in the residence districts. 
It has no such system of separate offices in 
vogue, but by means of sub postal stations is 
enabled to give free delivery, money-order, 
registry, and other facilities at less cost than 
the maintenance of separate offices, In Phil- 
adelphia there are thirty-six substations and 
but fourteen in Chicago. The Eastern cities 
had what they wanted to begin with and are 
getting their proportion of any increase 
in carriers, etc., from the general 
department at Washington. Chicago is just 
now getting the necessities of the service. Let- 
ters mailed in Chicago for addresses below 
Sixtieth street or anywhere in ae, ye are 
not affected by our delivery, e have no 
right to deliver such mail, as it is not under 
iction of the Chicago office. Under 
the new projected régime of substations 
free delivery will obtain in all districts 
where substations are established. Some of 
the postmasters must go, but the general serv- 
ice cannot fail to be improved if the addi- 
tional help is given by the department to take 
care of the added responsibility of the sub- 


stations. 

“The proposed substations will give the 
free deliver? system where it is much 
need and prevent much delay in 
the mail sent to residence districts. 
First it is contemplated that the tour suburbs 
on the south shore shall constitute one sub- 
station. Mail will also be sent out to Jackson 
Park and a delivery established there. This 
latter office will remain in operation until 
July, when a regular governwent office will 
be in operation on the site of the World’s 
Fair. The establishment of the new substa- 
tions rests entirely with the department at 
Washington. I have not yet been notified as 
to the extent of the new order. But it cannot 


4 all be done en. a day.”

fortunes. The Central used vast sums of 
money belonging to the government in build- 
ing the Southern Pacific and paying dividends 
to the “Big Four.” The Union Pacific was 
no more considerate in its dealings with 
money to which the government was entitled, 
and spent it in building thousands of miles of 
branch lines on which the United States has 
no lien and in paying dividends out of the 
receipts from excessive transportation rates. 
While doing these things neither road was 
makmg the slightest provision for meeting its 
obligations to the government, beyond what 
was squeezed out of them by the Thurman 
act of 1878, which they fought in the courts to 
the bitter end. | 

Congress should demand an accounting 
from these roads. It should appoint a com- 
mission to ascertain what their net earnings 
have been year by year over and above their 
actual legitimate expenses. Such an exami- 
nation, if made with thoroughness, would 
show how much money was turned from its 
legitimate destination into the pockets of 
stockholders who never paid for their stock. 
The managers of these lines are never weary 
of talking of the terrible risks capital took 
when it ventured on the construction of the 
transcontinental road, and of the ** consider- 
ate and tender treatment stockholders are 
entitled to because of those hazards. Asa 
matter of fact the stockholders took no 
chances and invested no money. The two 
mortgages and the vast land grants built the 
roads from end to end and with forty or fifty 
million dollars over, which the stockholders 
and managers put in their pockets. 

In order that there might be no interference 
with these operations, Congress was induced 
to change the first mortgage of the govern- | 
ment into a second one, thus depriving the 
United States of the reasonably good security 
for the repayment of its advances winch it 
had originally made. It was charged on the 
floor of the House by Gov. Washburn of 
Wisconsin that Congress had been bribed to 
do this, and he dared the boodlers to institute 
an honest and thorough investigation, None 
ever was made,

Thetime is drawmg near when the 
government must act. If it does not take 
steps to protect itself by following up the.

THE ATTACES UPON MINISTER EGAN. 

President Harrison, in that part of his mes- 
sage which is devoted to Chilean affairs, says 
of the action of Minister Egan? 


During the progress of the war in Chile this 
government tendered its good offices to bring 
about a peaceful adjustment, and it was at one 
time hoped that a good result might be reached; 
but in this we were disappointed. The instruc- 
tions to our naval officers and to our Minister at 
Santiago, from the first to the last of the strug- 
gie, enjoined upon them the most impartial treat- 
ment and absolute non-interference. I am satis- 
fied that these instructions were observed and that 
our representatives were always watchful to use 
their influence impartially in the interest of hu- 
manity, and on more than one occasion did so 
effectively. We could not forget, however, that 
this government was in diplomatic relations with 
the then established government of Chilis. as it is 
now in such relations with the successor of that 
government. I am quite sure that President 
Montt, who has, under circumstances of promise 
for the peace of Chile, been installed as President 
of that republic, will not desire that in the un- 
fortunate event of any revolt against his author- 
ity the policy of this government should be other 
than that which we have recently observed. No 
_ official complaint of the conduct of our Minister 
or of our naval officers during the struggle has 
been presented to this government; and it is a 
matter of regret that so many of our own people | 
have given ear to unofficial charges and com- 
plaints that manifestly had their origin in rival 
interests and in a wish to ververt the relations of 
the United States and Chile, 


“Those of our people ” who “ have given ear 
to unofficial charges are, as might have been 
expected, Democrats and mugwumps. Now 
that the facts in the case have all come to the 
light it isshown beyond question that Min- 
ister Egan has done his duty correctly and 
that the charges and aspersions of the Demo- 
crats and mugwumps are slanders and false- 
hoods. The Chilean officials have made no 
protest against his action, No complaint has 
been lodged by them with the State Depart- 
ment. His own government defends his con- 
duct as prudent and careful, and the Presi- 
dent affirms that he has respected his instruc- 
tions of impartial treatment and absolute 
non-interference. He has obeyed strictly all 
orders and directions and has been discreet 
and proper in bis conduct, siding with neither 

faction.

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slanders and lies. This. is the source of these 
wolfish howls at Minister Egan. He can afford 
to maintain a dignified silence so long as he 
has the support of the State Department and 
the indorsement of the President. 


OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

A Washington correspondent has looked 
over the statistics of ‘our fureign commerce 
for the current calendar year, and concludes 
that by the time it closes it will have rolled up 
a total of about $1,750,000,000, being by far 
the biggest annual total in our history. In 


round numbers the imports will foot up $800,- 


000,000, and the exports well towards 81, 000, 
000,000, the excess of the latter being nearly 
$150,000,000. The latter fact is especially 
gratifying in comparison with the fact that in 
thirty out of the last fifty years the balance of 
trade has been nominally against us. Actual- 
ly it was against us much more than three- 
fifths of the time, the reason for this deduc- 
tion having been stated in previous articles in 
Taz Tarmuns. Briefly stated, it is because of 
the great undervaluation of imports. The 
values are those stated at the foreign port of 
shipment, not including the cost of trans- 
portation to our stores, and those foreign 
values have been badly understated in the 
case of goods subject to ad valorem duties on 
arrival in this country. After making allow. 
ance for these facts it may be tigured out that 
the advantage for this year is not nearly so 
great as $150,000,000, and the balance may 
even be slightly the other way when account 
is taken of expenditures by American citizens 
in Europe. 

A little more than half of the imports, or, 
say, $430,000,000 of the merchandise, will have 
come in free of duty. Of this free material 


47 per cent is composed of articles of food 


and live animals, 44 per cent of articles in a 
crude condition, which form the basis of va- 
rious processes of domestic industry, 4 per 
cent of articles wholly or partly manufactured 
abroad but imported as material for use in 
manufactures and the mechanic arts, 8 per 
cent of articles ready for ultimate consump- 
tion, and a little over 1 per cent may be 
classed strictly under the head of luxuries. 
Of the 870,000, 000 worth of imports which 
pay duties nearly 25 per cent are luxuries, 27 
percent articles manufactured ready for con- 
sumption, 23 per dent articles of food, 
live animals, etc., 10 per cent articles 
in a crude condition which enter into various 
processes of domestic industry, and 18 per 
cent are partly or wholly manufactured for use 
as materials in manufactures and the mechan- 
ic arts. While the total 1mports for the year 
will have increased considerably more than 
10 per cent those of sugar are 25 per cent 
greater than the average of the last five years, 
The cheapening of the product by practically 
placing it on the free list has enormously 
stimulated its consumption. The importa- 
tions of breadstuffs, on which the duty was 
raised by Congress last year, have decreased 
more than 50 per cent from the average of the 
preceding five years, but the imports of fish 
have increased 25 per cent. There is a slight 
increase in glass and glassware, and a decrease 
of 40 per cent in those of iron and steel, while 


the imports of rice have increased 70 per cent. 


The imports of articles manufactured from 
wool are 30 per cent less, while there has 
been little change in the volume of imports 
of raw wool. Cotton goods have decreased 10 
per cent, and pottery * nearly 30 per 
cent, 


RENEWAL OF THE “GRAND WATER- 
WAY” TALK. 

During the recent local campaign there was 
a great deal said by Mr. Cooley and other can- 
didates for Drainage Trustees about the neces- 
sity of sanitary drainage, but nothing wassaid 
about the “ grand eighteen-foot ship canal to 
connect the waters of the lake and the gulf.“ 
The election being over and the friends of 
fads and follies having the control of the 


board, drainage is sent to the rear and the 


ship canal comes to the front. Intimations 
are beginning to be thrown out that Congress 
must be memorialized to “extend the drain- 
age channel and make it available as part of a 
great waterway connecting the Mississippi and 
the lakes.“ 

It is quite likely that this will be done soon; 
that Congress will be told that Chicago is go- 
ing to cut a channel to Joliet with a water 
depth of eighteen feet and a discharge of 
600,000 cubic feet a minute, and it will be 
asked to appropriate money enough to give 
the same depth ef water in the IIlinois to the 
Mississippi River. What will Congress think 
of that proposition? 

When speaking of a waterway of any size 
from Chicago to the mouth of the Illinois the 
route divides itself naturally into three parts. 
First, the thirty-nine mile stretch to the upper 
dam at Joliet, where a channel will have to be 
cut through rock and clay; second, the descent 
of sixty miles distance from the upper dam 
to Utica, in which there is a fall of 100 feet or 
nearly two feet a mile; third, the 240 miles 
| from Utica to the mouth of the river, with a 
fall of about thirty feet or a little over an 
inch to the mile. 

For the first part of the route—from Chi- 
cago to Joliet—the problem is simple, though 
very Costly. All that is needed is to cut a 
great channel to the required depth. All that 
is required for the third part of the route—La 
Salle to the Mississippi—is enough water. 
Were a million cubic feet a minute or 600,000 
or even 300,000 added to the present flow it 
2 make good barge navigation below La 

0. 

But what shall be done with the middle sec- 
tion, from Joliet to La Salle, with its fall of 
100 feet in sixty miles? All that is needed for 
the improvement of the lower river is water, 
but that will not answer here. A discharge 
of 600,000 cubic feet from Lake Michigan 
would not make it navigable. At 1s not navi- 
gable in the times of spring fl when sev- 
eral million cubic feet a minute ‘rushing 
down it. No propeller could stem that flood, 
No vessel would fancy being whirled along by 
it. The caly way to deal with this stretch is 
to slackwater it, to put in locks and dams. 

Concerning this part of the route the water- 
way maniacs are silent. They go along 

smoothly with their eighteen-foot rock cut to 
the upperdam at Joliet, and there they stop 
on the verge of that 100-foot fall. How it is to 
be jumped down by their lake propellers they 
never tell. The News prints a long article 
from an engineer named Williams, which it 
says is a sufficient answer to “ the misrepre- 
sentations of Tun Trisuns.” But this engi- 
neer, like his employer, disregards calmly this 
mighty drop in the river. He, too, stops ati 
Joliet, and declines to travel farther south. 

If this sixty-mile part of the route is to be 


made navigable it must be canalled, and only

cannot, for the Constitution forbids 
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Illinois from Joliet to La Salle will cost 828, 
ernment will make more than an eight-foot 
chennel. Certainly uu will not go above a 
fourteen-foot one. 

The present Congress i@ going ‘to be an 
economicone. It will do nothing new in the di- 
rection of improving the Illinois. All that 
can be expected of it is to provide for carry- 
ing on the work now on hand, If future Con- 
gresses do anything it will be limited to the 
deepening and widening of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal from Joliet to the point where 
it connects with the slackwater navigation of 
the Illinois. The General Government may 
be persuaded to make a seven or eight-foot 
channel there, so that the Hennepin Canal 
may become of some value. It will do noth- 
ing more, 

To tell Chicago taxpayers that if they will 
pay for a chantel to Joliet through clay and 
rock 160 feet wide and with 18 feet of water, 
navigable for lake propellers, the United 
States will extend that navigation to the Mis- 
sippi, is to attempt to swindle them out of 
their money. A seven or eight-foot depth of 
water for barge navigation is the best that 
ever will be obtained. Hence to make the 
double capacity rock- cut contemplated by the 
board is to throw away millions with no 
return. ERO" 


THE PRESIDENT’S ALLEGED RETALIATO- 
RT PROCLAMATION, ; 

Several papers have published Washington 
dispatches to the effect that about the 1st of 
January the President would issue a procla- 
mation under the reciprocity section of the 
Tariff law imposing a duty on the tea, coffee, 
or sugar coming from China, Japan, Uruguay, 
Hayti, the Hawaiian Islands, and other coun- 
tries which had failed to make reciprocity 
agreements with the United States, and that 
tea and coffee would go up at once. 

If a duty of 10 cents per pound were to be 


levied on the tea of China and Japan that ar- 


ticle doubtless would «advance in price 


. straightway, but it is not likely that such ac- 


tion will be taken, It has not been claimed 
as yet that the tariff of either of those coun- 
tries bears heavily upon any American prod- 
uct. Japan raises nearly half its custom- 
house revenue by export duties, and has not a 
very high tariff. Whether negotiations are 
pending with that country or China is not 
known. 

The imposition of a retaliatory duty of $20 
a ton on the sugar of countries that have not 
reciprocated as yet, such as the British West 
India Islands, would have no effect on the 
market price. Cuba, Germany, Brazil, and 
the smaller South American countries which 
have reciprocated are able to meet all the de- 
mands of the American market. The price of 


Java coffee might be affected in case it should 


become necessary to impose a duty of three 
cents a pound on the product of that island, 
But the price of the Brazilian berry would not 
be increased thereby. 

If Argentina imposes duties on American 
products which are unfair and unjust in view 
of the free admission of the hides of that 
country, it may be necessary to put a duty on 
the last named article: Should it have any 
effect on prices it will be momentary, Other 
South American nations will supply ali the 
hides which will be needed. An agreement is 
being negotiated now with Uruguay, which is 
a large shipper of hides, - 

It should be stated thaf under no circum- 
stances will a dut be plated on the sugar of 
the Sandwich Tsfaindle, 5 was provided ex- 
pressly in the new Tariff™aw that nothing con- 
tained therein should interfere with the treaty 
by virtue of which Hawaiian sugar had been 
admitted free for many years, Furthermore, 
anew treaty has just been negotiated by 
which all American products are to be ad- 
mitted into the islands duty free. 

If President Harrison finds it necessary to 
proclaim retaliatoty duties against any coun- 
try that country may be the sufferer, being 
cut off thus from the great market the United 
States affords. But the citizens of the latter 
will not have to pay more for their sugar, 
coffee, etc., because reciprocity agreements 
have been made or are making with so many 
large producers of those commodities, 


ME. WATTERSON EMERGES FROM THE 
CAVE OF GLOOM. 


When the Liberal Republican convention 
of 1872 passed by Judge Davis, Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, and Gen. Palmer, and nominated 
Horace Greeley, life-long protectionist and 
assailant of Democracy, for the Presidency, 
Mr. Henry Watterson vanished for @ time 
from the sight of men, When he reappeared 
he had with him an editorial in which he 
urged the Democrats to rally round the 
old white hat and explained in a really inter- 
esting way how it would be quite in accord- 
ance with. the eternal principles of the party 
for it to do so. 

The nomination of Mr. Crisp for the Speak- 
ership and the defeat of Mr. Mills were fol- 
lowed by asimilar eclipse and resurgence of 
Mr. Watterson. The failure of Mr. Mills to 
win was a personal grief for the editor of the 
Courier-Journal. The former had been for 
some time a prominent member of the well 
known free-trade firm of Cleveland, Watter- 
son & Milla, which began winding up its af- 


fairs immediately after the Ohio election pre- 4 


paratory to going out of business. 

Mr. Watterson has recovered from the blow 
sufficiently to say that the Speakership con- 
test had no special significance, and was with- 
out Presidential meaning. He says also that 
while he would have voted for Mr. Mulls, had 
he been a member, that gentleman is not the 
only tariff-reformer in the House and his de- 
feat is not the defeat of that great cause, for, 
as he remarks with his usual eloquence: 

The Democratic party is a Unit, and not a fac- 
tion ; it is a power, and not a posse; it is an Inex- 
tinguishable Light, an Unterrified Presence, an 
Immortal Force, and not a bundle of quiddities 
and factions, living from hand to mouth, and 
from year to year, 3 the offal of political op- 
portunity. We are all good Democrats. We are 
all good Tariff-Reformers. The fight within the 
party on this issue is over and the victory for 
Tariff Reform is gained. The attention of the 
country has been fixed upon the question; it is 
there to stay, and it will not be diverted until the 
robber war tariff is put upon an honest, peace 
footing. 

“The Democratic party is a Unit” and “all 
Democrats are good tariff-reformers!” Mr. 
Dana is a Democrat. So is Mr. Watterson. 
So is Mr. Mills. So is Senator Gorman. Gov. 
Hill of New York says, I, too, am a Demo- 
crat.”” One would judge from Mr. Watter- 
son’s remarks that these gentlemen slept in 
the same bed and drank from the same glass, 
that they made up one big harmonious Unit,

He said to an in- 
terviewer: I believe the Ways and Means 
committee of the next Congress will formu- 
late a tariff bill for revenue only and pass it.“

‘only? Mr, Mills wants a general tariff bill, 


not for “ revenue only,“ but to reduce duties. 
Mr. Springer proposes to put a few raw ma- 


Hill wants the | 


tariff put back where it was in the summer of 
1890. Mr. Watterson wraps himself in a man- 
tle woven from hysterical phrases and empty 
— and says he is for “Tariff Re. 


The Democracy does not seem to be a Unit 


so much as a bundle of Units, each of which 
has a separate idea on the tariff question. It 
does not seem to be an Unterrified Presence, 
for it has been on the run since the Ohio elec- 
tion. Mr. Watterson has sprinted as bravely as 
the best of them. He has put miles of ground 
between himself and his statement that the 
Committee on Ways and Means would report 
a tariff bill for revenue only. He 1s as fleet of 
foot as he is fluent of speech. 

It is all right for Mr. Watterson to assure the 
Democrats that they all think the same 
thoughts, and that when the Republicans say the 
contrary they do so merely to breed division 
among them. But when Democrats see the New 


York Sun exulting and the Times and Evening | 


Post in the dumps, when they see Tammany 
jubilant and the mugWumps down at the 
mouth, when they see Gov. Hill rejoicing and 
Mills hiding his mortification behind a pre- 
tended attack of the grip, they doubt wheth-

Mob with Dish-Rags, gn Immortal Force or an 


Incarnate Wabble, an Inextinguishable Light 
or a Multiplicity of Malodorous and Flickering 
Tallow Candles, an Unterrified Presence or a 
Free-Trade Reminiscence and a Mild Protec- 
tion Actuality. 


BIMETALLIC PROSPECTS. 

Some of the papers are disposed to find 
fault with President Harrison because in his 
message he spoke discouragingly respecting 
the prospects for an international congress on 
the silver question. They say that whatever 
change has occurred in foreign sentiment re- 
cently is distinctly towards bimetallism. They 
instance the fact that twelve months ago the 
Chancellor of the British Exchequer ex- 
pressed the opinion that the gold basis of 
England’s monetary system had become dan- 
gerously narrow and suggested that it be 
broadened by an issue of ten-shilling notes 
against deposits of silver. And they say the 
course of Germany in the matter must abso- 
lutely depend upon that of England. 

It is quite possible that President Harrison 
spoke with a more exact knowledge of the 
situation abroad than is possessed by the 


faultfinders. Mr. Goschen has submitted his. 


plan for expanding the currency of the British 
Isles, and it turns out te be exceedingly tame 
in comparison with what was expected from 
him by the silver men. It takes no note of 
silver at all. On the contrary, its aim is ex- 
pressly admitted to be to favor the accumula- 
tion of a larger stock of gold in London, and 
this by the emission of smaller notes when 
such shall be found necessary, but they must 
be based on gold. And it may be observed 
that if such issues be secured by reserves of 
gold in the bank the resulting increase in the 
stock of precious metal would not increase 
the strength of the bank in a critical time. 
His plan, as outlined by the London Financial 


Times, is a perpetual suspension of the Bank 


Charter act—partial under normal conditions 
and absolute in times of internal crises. So 
long as the gold in the Bank of England does 
not exceed 5106, 700,000 there will be no 
change from present conditions. When it 
exceeds that amount the bank is to be at lib- 
erty to issue one pound ($5) notes on a partly 


fiduciary basis; the security for them may 


consist of one-fifth securities and 80 per 
cent bullion. When by this means the stock 
of gold in the bank amounts to $145,500,000 
the institution will have the right to issue at 
higher rates of interest specified quantities of 
these one-pound notes irrespective of the ob- 
ligation to hold against them 80 per cent of 
gold bullion. To such an extent as these 
notes go into circulation the central stock of 
gold will be strengthened while the currency 
is expanded. Taking the average amount of 
gold held by the bank at $100,000,000, which 
is Mr. Goschen’s estimate, there would be an 
expansion of about $10,000,000 while the stock 
was rising to the named limit, after which 
the full advantages would come into play.“ 
As the present circulation is a little in excess 
of $120,000,000 it is inferred that the Chancel- 
lor is counting upon a public demand for 
these small notes to about half the extent of 
the present active circulation. It is also re- 
ported that in presenting his measure he said 
he was not an enthusiast for one-pound notes 
and would prefer other means for attaining 
his end. 

So it is by no means clear that the recent 
action by the textile fabric associations of 
England will influence the course of the Brit- 
ish Government, and the attitude of other 
countries does not indicate any pronounced 
with to move in the matter, It is not impos- 
sible that they will at no distant day see the 
way clear to confer in regard to it, but the 
President of the United States read the pres- 
ent situation correctly in arriving at the con- 
clusion that he had not found the state of pub- 
lic sentiment in Europe to be such as to jus- 
tify him in proposing an international confer- 
ence. He was also correct in the view that 
there is no more effectual way of promoting 
this sentiment than by accumulating. gold 
here, and that a scarcity of goldin the Euro- 
pean reserves will be the most persuasive ar- 
gument for the use of silver. 

It may be added that when the Government 
of the United States undertakes to redeem its 
silver notes with a dollar’s worth of silver it 
will take an important step toward convincing 
the people of the Old World that it wants to 
deal with the question justly and fairly. It 
will then show a disposition to deal with silver 
on ite merits, and that its present requirement 
of a gold dollar’s worth of silver in issuing 
silver notes to the sellers of silver bullion is 
not a one-sided arrangement dangerous to the 
integrity of the circulating media. An inter- 
national conference is hardly possible on any 
other basis than a recognition of relative val- 
ues of the two metals, and the sooner that fact 
is admitted in practice by our government the 
sooner will we be in a position to invite others 
to codperate. with us in regard to silver 
money.

What Eye- Witnesses Saw. 

Jack Jones, acolored teamster, was the 
only eye-witness of the earlier part of the at- 
tack on J udge Clark. Jack was coming down 
astairway when the first shot was fired. It 
struck at Jack's feet and Jack ran away. But

In spite of his 
wounds Judge Clark stbod unsup- 
ported and told us to be- 
come rash or excited, and then 
walked off in the direction of his home. One 
hundred men hurried up and surrounded 
Horuish and there was some ugly talk, until 
the 1 were satisfied that Judge was 
not ly hurt. We then took Hornish to the 
town jail and locked him up. He was not 
handled roughly, although he was 1 
well pleased, despite his fright, over his 
work.“ 
After the arrest a crowd lingered about the 
lockup and discussed the propriety of 
handling Hornish without the interveption of 
the courts. But such measures found no de- 
termined advocates and quiet soon reigned. 

Just Wanted to Perforate His Leg. 

Officer Clark, who took Hornish to jail, is of 
the opinion that Hornish did not intend to kill 
Judge Clark, but only to maim him. About 
the only words spoken by Hornish were: 

If the fool had not rushed at me he would 
“7 have been shot in the leg. 

o expressed no regrets over the matter 
one way or the other. He made no inquiry 
as to Judye Clark’s condition until this morn- 
ing. When informed that he was not 
seriously injured Hornish threw back his 
head and began whistlmg. He refused 
to discuss the shooting, and when 
taken before Justice Pile this morning 
he waived examination and was immediately 
taken to Charleston. 

Hornish is 31 years of age, weighs 135 
yen — and is of nervous temperament. 

. he was no match for Ju Clark, 
who weighs 200 pounds, and is known asa 
fearless man and a ready opponent. Hornish’s 
hobby has been his claim on Clark. All Mattoon 
had heard it dished up in many different ways, 
but never made in the courts or in any legal 
way. He has made similar claims against 
Mayor Kern, Harvey Dixon, Robinson, and 
others with whom he had business dealings, 
and he had also directed threats against them. 
With part of the he received 
from the sale patent he 
bought stock in a suspender factory 
at Decatur, througa which he boasted he would 
break up Mayor Kern’s business here. He re- 
ceived back from his wife the money he had 

iven her, and then had her mortgage their 

ome. All this money he spent on a gas-stove 

invention and in various schemes till he was 
reduced to borrowing money about the town. 


As misfortunes came thick his imaginary 


wrorgs grew real to him and he became des- 
perate. Regarded as a harmless crank he 
soon developed into a murderous one. 

Late tomght the doctors visited Judge 
Clark. At times he suffered some pain from 
the wound in his shoulder and thigh, but his 
condition gives no alarm. 

„Never felt better in my life,“ he said him- 
self. I have the facilities here, and am 
only doing business at a new stand in my 
litical affairs. I may be confined for a — 
days, but I will not lose an inch of ground in 
the tight Iam making for the Gubernatorial 
nomination. I am still in the fight, and in it 
in earnest. Of course I can't escape inter- 
viewers now, and might as well 
talk. Gov. Fifer and I are warm friends. 
All his appointees are my friends, too, 
zus well as the leaders of the party throughout 
the State. I am personally hand-in-hand with 
all the aspirants for the honors I ain seeking.“ 

At Charleston no particular anxiety is dis- 
played about the safe keeping of Hornish. 
Sheriff Checkley has taken a few precautions, 
but as .long as Judge Clark is in no danger 
the old county jail will afford secure enough 
shelter for the latest specimen of the murder- 
ous crank. f 

Hornish’s Only Statement.

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MRS. MITCHELL DEAD. 


FIRST WOMAN ON THE CHICAGO 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


She Was a Victim of the Grip Epidemic 
Two Years Ago and Never Recovered 
from the Effects of It—Her Philanthropic 


Work~—The Remains Will Be Buried at 


Nantucket—Funeral of Miss Julia A. 
Ames at Streator—Eulogies by Mrs. 
Livermore and Miss Willard. 


Mrs. Ellen Mitchell, formerly a member of 
the Board of Education, died yesterday morn- 
ing at the residence of her son, Dr. Clifford 
Mitchell, No. 44 Sixteenth street. 

Mrs. Mitchell was the first woman in Chi- 
cago on the Board of Education, having been 
appointed three years ago by the then Mayor 
of the city, John A. Roche. Had it not been for 
her illness a year ago she would have been re- 
appointed, but she wasan invalid from tbe 
„grip,“ from which she never recovered. 

The high esteem in which Mrs. Mitchell was 
held by her colleagues on the Board of Edu- 
cation found expression recently in a series of 
resolutions adopted by them expressing re- 
gret for her Jong and severe illness. 

Mrs. Mitchell had also been connected with 
the Woman’s Co since its inauguration 
and was its Vice-President for the State of II- 
linois. She was of an exceedingly * 
thropic disposition and devoted a good deal of 
her attention to the establishment of institu- 
tions for the reclamation of outcast women. 

She was for many — President of the 
Fortnightly club, and her literary contribu- 
tions to the society gained her no inconsidera- 
ble fame. 

Mrs. Mitchell was born in Nantucket, 
Mass., in 1882. Her father was J * Mitch- 
ell and her mother was one of the Folger fam- 
ily to which Benjamin Franklin belonged, 

The funeral service will be held at noon to- 
day at the son’s residence, and the remains 
will be conveyed to the quaint old insular 
town, where “Mrs. Mitchell was — for inter- 
ment. Mrs. Mitchell was a member of the 
Swedenborgian Church.

Pittsburg Cases to Be Appealed at the Fed 
. @ration of Labor’s Expense. 
Bremineuam, Ala., Dec. 16.—The con ven-

| spiracy laws of Pennsylvania and the recent

A report. was adopted con- 
demning the sweating system and providing a 
label for union-made clothing. Congress was 
petitioned to put trades union labels on the 
same legal footing as trade-marks. 

At the morning session the President an- 
nounced special committeee on high dues, 
unfair immigration, Knights of Labor prop- 
osition, eight-hour question, and woman’s 
federation. Reports of committees being in 
order, Senator J. G. McNeil of the Common 
Sessions read the majority report on the 
motion to appropriate $3,000 to help the Pitts- 
burg Typographical Union fight the injunc- 
tion or conspiracy cases in the courts.

Chicago Interests. 

H. W. Fowler, President of the Fowler Steel 
works, frankly admite that he with other Chi- 
cagoans is interested in the South Dakota tin 
ore territory and that he has backed his faith 
with his money. He is interested in tho Tin 
Mountain mine. I . drought the 
first ton of Dakota tin ore to Chi in April 

Fowler. “Tt. reduced 
my works in this city 
and it averaged about 10 per cent of metallic 
tin. Among the lot was some pure casiterite, 
which ran as high as 70 per cent of metallic 
tin. My impression is it be a con- 
servative estimate to say that the Dakota ore 
will average about 4 per cent of metallic tin. 
It is not unusual to find pockets r 
from twenty to 100 pounds of ore which wi 
run 60 per cent of metallic tin. Again, I have 
known of a strip probably 100 feet wide where 
the ore will not average more than 3 per cent 
of metallic tia. I know of property there em- 
bracing ten acres on which there is not one 
square yard in which tin ore cannot be seen 
with the naked eye, but whether it is suffi- 
ciently concentrated to be commercially val- 
uable I do not know. 

The Harney Peak company grew out of 

the old Etta mine, which was owned by New

was looked upon there as an official utterance 
of the government of the United States. The 
men who had purchased the property went to 
Wilson, who negotiated the sale, after the pub- 
lication of this letter and demanded the re- 
turn of their money. Wilson returned the 
money and said if the gentlemen would send 
an expert to examine mines he would pay 
all the expenses. Prof. Vincent and two other 
English experts were sent to Dakota: The 
remained there two months, taking bac 
with them two tons of the ore. This 
ore was run through the mills at Cornwall 
and a careful analysis made. It averaged 4 
r cent. The Cornwall mines average but 
lg percent. After this showing the London 
capitalists went to Wilson and wanted their 
stock again. Wilson complacently informed 
them that what had at first cost them $2,000,- 
000 was worth $5,000,000 after the a 
of Prof. Vincent’s report. The Englishmen 
squirmed, of course, but finally put up the 
$5,000,000. They then changed the name of 
the property to the Harney Peak Tin Minin 
and Manufacturing company and commence 
buying additional lands until they had nearly 
5,000 acres. Dakota was then a Ter- 
ritory,. and under the ‘Territorial 
law as aliens the syndicate could 
not hold more than 5,000 acres of land. To 
avoid this provision of the law they organized 
a French syndicate, under which organization 
they bought 5,000 additional acres. It must be 
remembered that this law applied to Ameri- 
cans who were non-residents of the Territory as 
well as to foreigners. An additional precau- 
tion in the way of avoiding the law was to 
permit a few residents of the Territory to hold 
dummy or proxy stock. 

„When the Territory was admitted to the 
Union the two syndicates were comb as 
the Harney Peak Tin Mining and Mantfactur- 
ing company, which now owns 1,000 claims, 
or 10,000 acres. The company has expended 
from $50,000 to $75,000 per month in develop- 
ing its property and in erect new and im- 

roved machinery. The pay-roll for Novem- 

r. 1891, amounted to $72,000, which 
will give an idea of their operations. 
It is intended that the machinery now being 
manufactured in this city will give them a 
daily reducing capacity of 500 tons. They 
have now at least 200,000 tons of ore contigu- 
ous to the proposed new mills, and some of 
their mines have worked toa depth of 300 
feet. They have cross-cuts in these mines of 
different levels, the levels a on an average. 
of about one hundred feet. To accomplish 
this they have been using the old Riatt: ma- 
chinery employed at the Etta mine. They 
propose substituting the new machinery, one 
of the important features of which is a hoist- 
ing machine, which will enable them to ope- 
rate at a depth of 3,000 feet. 


Standard Oil in the Field. 


% H. C. Wicker has been executive superin- 
tendent of the property for some time past at 
a salary of $15, per annum, but he has re- 
cently allied himself with the Standard Oil 

ple, who are largely interested in the ad- 
jacent coaland oil fields of Wyoming, and 
who, also, have recently purchased tin claims 
in the Dakota district. There is not much 
room for doubti the impression that the 
Standard people ve entered the field as 
competitors of the Harney Peak combination. 
Wicker has been instrumental in securing 
valuable railroad facilities. The Burlmgton 
and Missouri are now building a branch 
seven miles Jong to connect the old Etta 
mines with the Harney Peak group. 
My opinion is that within the next five years 
America wil manufacture all her tin-plate 
from ore obtained here, and within ten years 
we will export more tin than we now im-

Making Machinery in Chicago. 


William Chalmers, President of the Chal- 
mers Machine company, said: We have 
shipped one carload of machinery to the Har- 
ney Peak company and the balance of the 
machinery is about ready to ship. As I 
understand it the, 1 about one 
year ago erected a tri plant, the 
real object of which was to ascertain the 
character of machinery necessary to 
develop their property. result of this 
experimental plant ig the extensive mill ma- 
chinery we have manufactured for them, 
which has a capacity of 500tonsaday. Their 
outfit is composed of the latest improved Cor- 
liss engines, concentrators, boilers, and all 
the various minor mechanism necessary to 


York parties and which after a few weeks’ 
operation was sola to English capitalists for I 
believe $5,000,000. I was in the tin-ore dis- 
trict when Prof. Vincent and other English 
expects examined the ore in the interest of 
these English capitalists. I met Prof. Vin- 
cent persunally 4 traveled over a portion 
of the district with him. He told me the 
South Dakota district contained the richest 
tin mines in the world. I should say the 
Englishmen believe his representations 
from the fact that 11 low es- 
timate of the money they have 
actually expended in Custer and Pennington 
Counties in the purchase and developing of 
mines will reach $3,000,000, all since the origi- 
nal purchase of the old Etta mine. Conserva- 
tively speaking, I should say the Harney Peak 
company now have 100.000 tons of tin-ore on 
their dumps ready for the mil, which they 
calculate will average 3 per cent metallic tin. 
They seem to have “age of money and are 
spending it freely development and pur- 
chases. None of their stock is forsale. It is 
not a stock concern, They propose to produce 
pig-tin and sell it. I believe the English have

Superintendent Childs Talks. 


A reporter had an extended conversation 
yesterday with Mr. Jerome S. Childs, the Gen- 
eral Manager and Superintendent of the Har- 
ney Peak company, at his rooms at the 
Richelien. As has been his wont, he dis- 
claimed any desire to discuss the subject of 
tin in tnis country, saying that he did his 
mining underground and not in the public 
press. He announced his firm beliefin the 
fact that there was an abundance of tin in the 
Black Hills district, and that it could be 
worked to advantage. 

In response to direct questions he said: 

It is a fact that tin may be found and has 
been foundin many if notall of the great 

later mines of the West. Hitherto Amer- 
ican miners have ‘or but little attention to 
it, owing to the lack of practical knowleage 
on the subject. Ali old and silver miners 
have been familiar with tin in one form or 
another. but they have had no 
1 oe yin ga ay 

we at, then, is present knowledge as 

to the Harney Peak mines, and what a the 
pros 7 there any tin there?“ 
_ “There is no doubt on that subject. There 
is an abundance of tin, as all mining men 
know. We have undoubtedly the largest sec- 
tion of tin country ever known, but we have 
just begun to mine. Hitherto the question 
has been, not whether there was tin in the 
Black Hills, but whether it existed in paying 
quantities or could be reduced at a profit. 
There might be large quantities of tin which 
might prove refractory or haad to work. On 
the other hand, there might be a much less 
quantity, but easy to work, in which case the 
mines would prove profitable to the owners. 
We have progr far enough to believe 
firmly, not only that the tin exists in large 
quantities, but that it can be reduced with but 
little difficulty, and that it will prove a profit- 
able investment. If this were not so I cer- 
tainly should not be a purty to the expendi- 
ture of so large an amount of money in pre- 
liminary work.“ 

Just what work has been done!“ 

“I cannot go into details, for, as Superin- 
tendent of the mines, I propose to run them 
as the closest kind of a close corporation. I 
am a miner, not a stock-jobber. The com- 
pany 1 represent has already spent a large 
amount of money and proposes tospend more 
in a legitimate attempt to show that the ore 
exists in paymg quantities. Wepow have at 
work 400 men, ot whom 100 are at work on 
the mill. If tin is developed in large quanti- 
ties and can be advantageously worked, as we 
believe to be the case, the company will reap 
the benefit. If the contrary is true the stock- 
holders will have to stand the loss. In neither 
case wili the public be affected directly 
although of course we recognize the general 
interest people have in this proposed new in- 
dustry.”’ 

What is your opinion as to the prospects 
of working the tin at a profit?’ . 

1 cannot make any defin statement, 
though of course I have much data on the 
subject. Tin mining in this country is almost 
whoily in the experimental stage. They tell 
me that in Cornwall they sometimes go down 
2,000 feet. If it is necessary we shail go as 
far. I believe that —— can be done as 
cheaply here as in Cornwall.

‘Second, 
the quality is unsurp repeated analyses 
showing the pure casiterite to average about 
97,1 per cent pure metallic tin. There is 
only about 244 per cent of foreign matter in 
it. I have personally secured this result. 

This 1s essentially a deep-mining enter- 

rise, for the reason that the rock yields, say, 
rom 2 to 8 per cent to the short, ton, conse- 
quently to produce tin in large quantities you 
must mine, raise, treat, and crush a large 
amount of rock. The ore is found in fissure 


veins between slate walls, and in order to 


raise a large amount to the surface you must 
go to a great depth and run out levels every 
100 feet. Then you mine your rock from 
above and arrange to have it drop into a car, 
by which it is taken to the surface anc 
dumped at the mills. The ore is not and can- 
not profitably be handled after it is dislodged 
by the miner. It is all done by machinery. 

„The Cornwall mines of England are now 
down 3,000 feet. The Harney Peak people 
have only reached a depth as yet of about 400 
feet on some half dozen or more claims. It is 
slow work. Fifty feet al month is about the 
extent you can descend. It requires time, a 
great d of money, and more patience to 
develop atin mine. It is ualike gold, which 
is a r man’s mine. 

A extent of the tin belt is about forty 
miles, with Harney Peak as the central point. 
The peak derives its name from old Gen, Har- 
ney. The belt is something like a horseshoe, 
the open end of which is toward the east and 
circles the peak at a distance of from ten to 
fifteen miles. The country is — well 
staked off by prospectors. Some of the claims 
are bonded. Parties unknown to me have 
been buying all the available claims within 
the last six months, but I do not 
think any extensive concern is act 
ually interested in the field except the 
Harney Peak company. This company in my 
judgment is controlled by New York capital- 
ists. The executive offices of the company 
are located in that city, all the orders orig- 
inate there, and all the money comes from 
there. The Board of Directors is composed 
of such well-known Néw-Yorkers as Messrs. 
Clausen, Appleton, Remsen, Undermyer, and 
Flanagan. The Appleton estate is extensively 
interested. Certain Englishmen are also in- 
terested, but not to the extent generally sup-

PROPOSED RAILWAY MAIL CLERKS’ BILL. 


Its Terms As to Salaries—Meeting of the 
Sixth Division of the Service. 

A large meeting of representatives of the 
Sixth Division of the Railway Mail Service 
was held yesterday at the Grand Pacific in the 
interest of the bill which they will endeavor 
to have passed by Congress. Similar meet- 
ings were held yesterday by every division in 
the United States. ° 

The Chicago meeting was presided over by 
C. A. Guthrie of the local branch. Delegates 
were present from Lincoln, Dubuque, Des 
Moines, Omaha, Quincy, and Burlington. 
Circular letters were prepared to be sent to 
all men in the service in regard to bringing

PROJECTS THE DEEP WATER CON- 
VENTION WILL Discuss. 


Urging the Opening of Navigation for 
Ocean Steamers in the Great Lakes— 
The Possible Commercial Benefits That 
Would Be Derived—The Attitade of the 
Railroads on the Subject—Some of the 
Plans That Have Beeu Proposed in the 
Past—Opening Session Today. 

The opening session of the deep-water con- 
vention will be held today at Detroit and 
some of the most distinguished and able en- 
gineers of the country will be in attendance. 
The convention promises to be one of the 
most important movements affecting mari- 
time and commercial relations that have ever 
been agitated in America. 

For the last three years efforts have been 
made on the part of the Lake Superior inter- 
ests to secure a depth of not less than twenty- 
one feet of water through the channels con- 
necting the four upper lakes, and this is the 
third of u series ot conventions that have been 
held for that purpose. The ultimate object 


will be to open a waterway from Chicago to 
the Atlantic Ocean with a depth of twenty-one |

feet, thus enabling ocean steamers to ply be- 
tween here and New York. 

Gigantic as this project may seem there are 
even visionary hints of further extending the 
route to the South and making connection 
with St. Louis through the Mississippi River. 
But the main question to be discussed at the 
present convention will be the opening of 
navigation between the chain of lakes by in- 
creasing the depth from sixteen feet to twenty- 
one. 

As a part of the plan of this system the 
proposed increase in depth has already been 
made at the Limekilns at the mouth of 
the Detroit River. The St. Clair flats are now 
in process of deepening, and the 800 
Canal and its approaches in Hay River are 
weil under way. 

Work to Complete the Improvement. 
To complete the improvement requires work 
at the following points: St. Mary’s River 
above the falls, the outlet of Lake Superior; 
the head of the St. Clair River above Lake 
St. Clair approaching the head of 
and at the mouth of the Detroit River at Bar 
Point, where it debouches into Lake Erie, all 
of which it is estimated will cost $3,500,000. 

The construction of the Ni ‘a ship canal 
at an estimated cost of $18,000, will be one 
of the greatest questions to be considered, 
opening up, as it will. still greater possibilities 
for navigation and leading the way onward to 
the sea. The opening of this canal would en- 
able deep-draft vessels to reach Oswego, (g- 
densburg, and other Lake Ontario points and 
would practically add a fifth lake to the area 
of marine movement, 

It is claimed that while the Welland Canal, 
which is in Canadian wae ery | is uate 
for vessels of only fourteen feet draft and 250 
feet length, it is entirely insufficient for the 
type of vessels which have been for several 
years engaged in the commerce of the four 
lakes. From Lake Ontario to the seaboard 
no project suited to modern requirements has 
thus far been matured, so the convention will 

robably do little more than urge Congress to 

ave the necessary surveys aud estimates 
made. 
From Chicago to New York. 

The various schemes that have been con- 
sidered for opening a waterway for deep draft 
vessels between Chicago and New York have 
been practically reduced tothree. There is 
the purely Canadian route, which is 
down the St. Lawrence to Montreal, 
where twenty-seven and a half feet of 
water is encountered, and, as a result, ocean- 
going vessels can ply between there and Que- 
bec. This depth has been made by the Ca- 
nadian Government from an original depth of 
ten and a half feet, and the channel has been 
dredged forty miles. 

Another route that is said to be feasible is 
down the St. Lawrence nearly to Montreal, 
and then by a short canal reaching the Rich- 
elieu River at St. Johns, thence into Lake 
Champlain, and across to the headwaters of 
the Hudson, reaching tide at Albany. This 
would be partially a Canadian and partially 
an American route, and is said to be the 
cheapest plan by which to reach the seaboard. 
It would make Lake Champlain a part of the 
great lake system, and would reach New En- 
land points from Burlington to Whitehall. 

But a purely Americah and much shorter 
route would be from Lake Ontario at Oswego 
by Lake Oneida and the Rome Summit, down 
the Valley of the Mohawk to tide water at 
Albany. This route has 2 physical ob- 
stacles to overcome and would be expensive. 
In connection with any of the routes, however, 
it is urged by those who favor the project that 
the cost of carrying twenty-one or even 
twenty-five feet of water tc the American sea- 
board would be less than the capital invested 
in any trunk railway line from Chicago to 
New York. It is also urged that it is neces- 
sary to reach the seaboard as the amount of 
traffic between cities tributary to the lakes 
and the North Atlantic coast cities is far 
greater than the foreign movement. 

Immense Interior Marine Commerce. 

The present commerce passing through the 
Detroit River is 20,000,000 tons annually and 
is growing faster relatively than the whole 
railway commerce of the country. Those who 
have closely examined the question say it 
would not be too much to expect this gom- 
merce to be doubled at an early day if Lakes 
Ontario and Champlain were to the 
lake system, deep water provided, anda con- 
nection made with the seaboard at Montreal 
and New York.

What the Convention at Kansas City Want 
' for the Waterways. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
The Western River Improvement convention 
met at Music Hall at 10:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. As soon as Gov. Thayer, the Permanent 
Chairman, had brought the convention to 
order, Mr. Gould of St. Louis presented a re- 
port of the Committee on Rules and Order of 
Business. The report provided that the rules 
of the House of presentatives govern the 
convention; that speeches be limited to five 
minutes; that the order ot business be 
speeches by iavited guests and report of the 
Committee on Resolutions. The report was 
adopted without debate. | 

F. Switzler of Missouri was called upon 
first. He spoke of the Louisiana purchase and 
read from his report made while was Chief 
of the Bureau of Commercial He 
showed that the number of square miles in 
this purchase, the Mississippi River basin, was 
41 per cent of the total number in the United 
States.

‘CHANGES CONTEMPLATED Ix ITS 


POSTAL SERVICE. 


All of the Many Suburban Offices Are to Be 
Made Branches of the Main One—More 
Free Delivery Permitted—Architect Ed- 
brooke Makes Rec Re- 
garding Various Western Pablic Bulld- 
ings—Keciprocity with Jamaica Is Now 
Assured—General Washington News. 


Wasuisaton, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
Another step towards centralizing the Chicago 
postal service is to be taken. 

An Inspector of the Postoffice Department 
who recently visited Chicago for the purpose 
of examining into and providing for the im- 
mediate additional needs of that office has 
submitted a full report on that subject, which 
has already been carried out. He also sub- 
mits a report on the stations contiguous to 
Jackson Park and makes important recom- 
mendations which will be carried out by the 
Postoffice Department and which will be a 
long step in the direction of discontinuance of 
some of the multitudinous independent post- 
offices and making them stations of the Chi- 
cago office with carrier, money order, registry, 
and other full facilities for the accommoda- 
tion of the citizens. 

In the matter of the postoffice at Engle- 
wood it is proposed to discontinue this office 
as an independent postoriice. Also, to dis- 
continue the small, fourth-class offices of 
Reddy and Park Manor; also, a substation 
to be established in Cottage Grove avenue, 
between Sixty-seventh an Seventy-third 
streets. 

In the matter of immediate provision for 
the needs of Jackson Park, the following 
scheme for reorganization has been sug- 
gested by the Inspector and will be adopted 
by the department. He proposes a discontin- 
uance of Woodlawn Park and Parkside, both 
small, fourth-class offices, and to establish in 
lieu thereof carrier service, delivery 
to be made from the present Hyde Park 
Station, with a substation at Woodlawn Park. 
For Jackson Park direct service hus been pro- 
vided four times a day from the main office. 
This will not only strengthen, but will double 
the service to the officers and employés in- 
cluded in Jackson Park, and it is believed 
will, during the winter months, be all that is 
required, Mail for Hyde Park can also be 
handled by the same messenger that carries 
the mail to Jackson Park, 

If this initial step, discontinuing the numer- 
ous independent offices at present embraced 
within the city limits of Chicago, is attended 
with the success that is c nfidently expected, 
both by Postmaster Sexton and the depart- 
ment, it will be followed by further steps in 
the same direction and as rapidly as the con- 
dition of existing appropriations will justify. 
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ARCHITECT ED ROOK t’S REPORT. 


He Makes Recommendations Regarding the 
Chicago and Other Postoffices. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 16.— Special. — 


report to the Secretary of the Treasury sub- 
mitted today, makes a number of important 
suggestions concerning the selection of sites 
for public buildings in different parts of the 
country, and recommends additional legisla- 
tion by Congress to secure proper tities to 
lands. needed for these purposes.

RE‘ IPROCITY WITH JAMAICA, 


Satisfactory Conclusion of the Negotiations 
with That Island. 

Wasarnetor, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
The reciprocity negotiations with Jamaica 
have reached a satisfactory conclusion, thus 
completing the series of trade conventions 
made with the sugar-producing colonies of 
Great Britain in the West Indies. Jamaica 
was the last to hold out against the just de- 
mands for a revision of its tariff, made by ex- 
Minister Foster, who has conducted these ne- 
gotistions on the part of the State Depart- 
ment, 

Atanearly stage of the negotiations Mr, 
Fuster indicated a willingness’ to modify his 
demands with regard to Jamaica. In fact, he 
is unders 
helf, but beyond that point he was unwilling 
to go. The Commussioners from Jamaica 
held out a little while longer, but as in the 
meantime a satisfactory arrangement had 
been made with the other colonies they con- 
cluded to yield, especial] 4 as — were urged 
to do so by Sir Julian Pauncefote. Accord- 
ing to their own estimate the revision of cheir 
tariff schedules will involve a loss to them of 
a little more than £24,000. 

This loss meams for them, of course, a 
shifting of taxation in a direction less favora- 
ble to Great Britain, but more equitable than 
heretofore to this country. It is impossible 
to give the precise details upon, but, 
broadly stated, it may be raid that the duty 
on flour has been reduced 50 per cent; kero- 
sene, instead of paying 9 pence, will hereafter 
pay only 644 pence; patent medicines are to 

admitted free; and the free list has been 
enlarged so as to open a market to certain 
American products heretofore practically ex- 
cluded from the West Indies. 


WORK ON THE H.NNEPIN CANAL. 


Capt. Marshall Reports Progress at the 
Western End of the Improvement. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dee. 16.—[Specia].]— 
Work on the Hennepin Canal project.“ says 
Capt. Marshall in his report to the Chief of 
Engineers, has been confired during No- 
vember, 1891, to making additional surveys 
near the mouth of Rock River. Condemna- 
tion proceedings to secure the right of way 
for the canal over the five miles immediately 
above the mouth of Rock River have been 
com pleted, as far a’ the United States Circuit 
Court is concerned, and the awards made. 
During this month (December) lands con- 
cemped for right of way, if proceedings are 
approved by the Department of Justige, will 
be paid for and taken possession off by the 
United States. Preparations will n be 
made to begin the work of. construction of 
that part of the canal near the mouth of the 
Rock River. Two large test pits have been 
sunk on the line of the proposed work above 
Mill Creek. and an estimate of costs of a lock 
with seventeen lifts has been completed.“ 
Change in Weather Report Service. 
The Department of Agriculture proposes to 
adopt an improvement in the Weather Bureau 
service. The predictions heretofore made 
were on the observations at 8 a. m. and for 
the twenty-four hours from the time the ob- 
servations were taken. These predictions 
were necessarily a little belated, as it was se v- 
eral hours before they could be placed before 
the public. Those published in the morning 
papers were for a time wich had already 
nearly half expired, and for the evening 
papers the case was still worse, as the portion 
of the time covered had already elapsed for 
which the predictions were of most value. 
The proposed improvement consists in having 
the predictions in ‘euch case cover the time 
until midnight of the next day. When this 
takes effect, which will be on Jan. 1 next, the 
predictions printed in the morning papers will 
appear early in the day to which they apply, 
while thuse in the evening papers will be for 
the day after. The public will be informed 
on the evening before of the expected weather, 
and will be given an improved forecast the 
next morning if improvemient is needed. 


Wants a Canal Around Niagara. 


Senatur Davis of Minuesota hasa plan for 
a ship canal around Niagara Falls. It is of 
importance to the whole lake shipping inter- 
est. The bill he introduced today provides 
for such a canal to be built, paid for, and con- 
trolled by the General Government. The 
canal is to be big enough to enable the largest 
vessels on the lakes to pass through it. This 
measure is arrived at by requiring that it 
shall be able to carry vessels of the same dimen- 
sions tonnage, and draft as can pass the Sault 
Ste. Marie 1 alls and jocks. The canal is tobe 
in Niagara County, N. I., and routes are to 
be surveyed under the direction of the War 
Department. As a starter $1,000,000 is appro- 
priated for the work. No one is sanguine 
enough to think that the present Congress 
will pass the Davis bill. But the men back of 
the enterprise think it a good time to begin 
agitating the proposition, and they will try to 
see that it is not lost sight of when the im- 

rovement of the interior waterways is under 

iscussion. They declare the scheme is en- 
tirely feasible and would make the United 
States independent of the Welland Canal.

‘DID IT WITH 


ENGLAND MADE ITS INDIAN ‘AT- 
Tack ADVISEDLY, 


The Late Battle with the Tribésmen Was 
Not an Accidental Meeting, but a Pre- 
vibusiy Decided On Move to Warn Ras- 
sia Against Any Further Advances in 
That Direction—Game That Austria and 
France Is Now Piaying at the Vatican— 
Chinese Menuce to Missionaries, 


: (SPZOCIAL CARLE.] 

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—Semi-official admissions 
are now being made that the recent encounter 
between the British forces at Gilgit, under 
Col. Durand, and hostile tribesmen supposed 
to be acting in the Russian interest, was not 
in any sense an accidental co.lision. The 
time had arrived for open action, which had 
been led up to by diplomatic and military 
preparations which have been going on for at 
least two years with this eventuality constantly 
in view. 

Attention has already been called in these 
dispatches to the visit of Col. Durand in Octo- 
ber to the Viceroy of India at Simla, for the 
purpose of discussing the attitude to be ob- 
served by the British force near the Pamir, in 
view of the persistent encroachments of the 
Russians in that direction. It was at this con- 
ference that Col. Durand received his final 
instructions authorizing him to take the steps 
which brought on the recent engagement, and 
which are doubtless the prelude to much more 
im portant hostilities. 

But this was not the first comférence of the 
Gilgit commander with the Viceroy. In the 
summer of 1889 the knowledge of Russian 
intrigues in the viemity of the Pamir led to 
Col. Durand's being invested with unusual 
latitude of discretion, and to his being ap- 
pointed British agent at Gilgit. The Viceroy’s 
visit to Cashmere, unde rtaken about the sume 
time, and which was the subject pf much 
speculation, had the same incentive. England 
has not been idle in the work of proselyting 
the tribesmen of that disputed region, but in 
some important respects she labors at a dis- 
advantage as compared with Russia. 

Descendant of the Great Alexander. 

The Kings of Hunza and Nagar boast, singu- 
lar to relate, of descent frotn Alexapder the 
Great, and are a remarakbly proud race. The 
British have shown very little consideration 
for their claims until recently, and there has 
for generations been a feeling of hatred enter- 
tained by these modern Alexanders towards 
England and her representatives. The Rus- 
sians, on the other hand, have-always treated 
the proud potentates of the Indus with a great 
show of respect, and have consequently been 
welcome visitors. When the Russian Captain 
Gromchevtsky, with a squadron of Cossacks, 
visited that region in the summer of 1889 they 
made so many friends that they had no diffi- 
culty in repeating the visit in 1890 and again 
this year. Every appearance of an armed 
English force, however small, has, on the 
other hand, been greeted with , sullenness, if 
not with open opposition. 

This summer the visiting party of Russians 
was larger than ever before and included the 
Cossack division under the famous Col. 
Vanoff. It penetrated to the passes leading 
from the Pamir plateau into Hunza, and the 
result of the excursion was soon observed in 
the increasing insolence of the tribesmen 
toward the British. It was evident that the 
descendants of Alexander believed that they 
now had an ally who would protect them from 
the British and even back them up in any 
predatory raids they might make against the 
redcoats. Meanwhile British diplomats’ have 
been insisting that the sphere of influence of 
the Indian Government must be recognized as 
paramount up to the southern slopes of Hin- 
du-Koosh, and that whether it be so recog- 
nized or not it was necessary for the proper 
preservation of the northern Indian frontier 
that 1 be allowed to check the lawless- 
ness of the tribesmen, who are wont to harass 
the loyal people of that district. 

Not a Remarkably Nice Lot. 

The tribes ＋ + meng of are notorious 
brigands, cattle thieves, and slave traders. 
The number of Cashmere slaves in Central 
Asia is said by travelers to be astonishing. 
Nor, in spite of their claim to distinguished 
ancestry, can the rulers themselves be consid- 
ered respectable. The King. of Hunza, like 
many a better-Known r in the 
course of history, murde his father in 
order to mount the throne, and the King of 
Nagar procured the waylaying and removal of 
his brother in order to seize the reins of gov- 
ernment. There is no n to waste any 
sympathy on the natives who now stand ready 
to be crushed between the forces of Russia 
and England. The final struggle which is to 
decide the future mastery of the region is 
probably not far distant. "Rassias denies the 
right of England to any influence, much less 
any actual military possession, beyond Cash- 
mere, while Lord Salisbury encourages the 
pretensions of the Viceroy’s government to 
supremacy in that region, ce it would 
seem that continuance of the present status 


must be impracticable for any great length of 


time.

MRS. WORRELL RELATES A LONG STORY. 


She Tells of Her Relations with Mrs, Bar- 
naby and the Whisky She Drank. 
‘Dexver, Colo., Dec. 16.—In the Barnaby 
case today Mrs. E. S. Worrell was called to 
the stand. She became acquainted with Mrs. 
Barnaby in Edinburg, Scotland. It was 1a 
1877 when she first met her. She accompa- 
nied Mrs. Barnaby on her California trip at 
the latter’s request. The witness further said 
that she arrived in Denver with Mrs. Barnaby 
in July and both attended the wedding of 
young Mr. Barnaby. From here they went 
to San Francisco, and the witness returned 
to Denver alone on April 7. Mrs. Barnaby 
was met by a wuman in San Francisco 
who recommended her to a doctor. The wit- 
ness said she thought it strange, and spoke to 
the clerk of the hotel about it, but Mrs. 
Barnaby decided to remain and be treated by 
this doctor. Witness left her with a Mrs. 
Fisher and left for Denver, arriving here 
April 9. The witness was told there was a 
ackage here for Mrs. Barnaby. After Mrs. 
— returned she took the fatal fluid. 
She said she was tired, and thought a little of 
the old whisky would help her. She made 
two toddies and witness took one and drank 
it. She exclaimed: It is vile stuff. But 
Mrs. Barnaby drank hers and finally said: 
“It is poor stuff. Then the witness became 
ill. She became unconscious and remained 

so until 2 o’clock the next morning. 

Witness was able to take solid food when 
Dr. Graves arrived from the East, and when 
Mrs. Barnaby’s body was taken East a few 
days later she was able to go to the depot with 
the party. She knew that when Mrs. Barnaby 
was here in January she received medicine 
from Dr. Graves, which came through the 
mail and which was for rheumatism, and 
when they were in California she had on vari- 
ous occasions received letters and papers. 
She said she first met Mrs. Barnaby in Eu 
Tope in 1884 and traveled with her for three 
months. She afterward visited her at Prov- 
idence on several occasions until three 
years later, when they had a slight 
misunderstanding and their relations 
ceased for a short time, after 
which their friendship was renewed. When 
the witness made her last visit to Providence 
she noticed that the relations between Mr. and 
Mrs. Barnaby were much strained, and she 
had endeavored to make peace between them, 
but failed. She told this to a reporter for one 
of the Boston papers, and also informed him 
that Mrs. Barnaby had left in her will $50,900 
to Dr. Graves. She admitted that Mrs. 
Barnaby had told her that Dr. Graves was the 
one who advised her to contest her husband’s 
will, and that on one occasion she said if she 
did not take her business out of the doctor’s 
hands she soon would be ruined. When Mrs. 
Barnaby and the witness were traveling 
through California she used to write to Dr. 
Graves regularly, sending him her kindest re- 
gards and expressing satisfaction at every- 
thing he did and also keeping him informed 
at to her movements. 

At this point several of her letters were in- 
troduced in evidence. Not one of them con- 
tained a single word relating to their move- 
ments or when they intended to return to Col- 
orado. She left California before Mrs. Barna- 
by, who arrived m Denver about two weeks 
later, and found the bottle supposed to con- 
tain whisky oe her. Mrs. Worrell then 
related the stury of the death of Mrs. Bar- 
naby. 

Evidence was then introduced by the prose- 
cution to show that Dr. Graves had always in- 
timidated Mrs. Barnaby and threatened to 
have a guardian appointed to take care of her 
unless she did utely what he said. The 
executors of estate deny that they advised 
Dr. Grabes to take this course, although Dr. 
Graves intimated that they had. 

William H. Wood, one of the executors of 
the estate of Mrs. Barnaby, was called. He 
stated that Mrs. Barnaby had been left 3105. 
000 by her husband’s will. Several sums were 

id to Mrs. Barnaby, but the greater part 

ad been paid to either Dr. Graves or Mr. 
Ballou. He held a receipt for Mfs. Barnaby 
by Anna Worrell as witness for the entire 
$105,000. The witness then went into details 
about the time and amount paid Mrs. Bar. 
naby at various times, after which the court 
adjourned until tomorrow.

He Had Nothing Lest. 
First Footpad—“ There is no use tackling that 


Keeps the Interest Drainage Board En- 
gineering Committee Meeting. 

“Tt would be a profitable investment for 
the city,” said a well-informed municipal of- 
ficer yesterday, to pay a good round salary, 
say $10,000 per annum, to some able young 
lawyer to trace city property which has been 
taken possession of by private purties and to 
establish the city’s title therein. There is 
hardly a year that passes that some piece of 
valuable property belonging to the city is not 
seized by the landsharks, who;claim it as their 
own. This is especially the case along the 
Chicago River and its branches where dock 
owners, railroad companies, lumber compan- 
ies, etc., are continually encroaching on the 
river and on the city property. Property be- 
longing to the schools has also been invaded 
by private owners and misappropriated 
through the negligence of the school officers. 
You go to the Law Department and ask the 
officials there if what I tell you is not true,” 
concluded the municipal officer. ae 
At the Law Department the official corrob- 
orated the municipal officer’s assertions. 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Du Puy had a 
somewhat sensational story to tell. Ia sub- 
stance it was as follows: 

Some time ago Margaret S. Knapp brought 
suit in the courts here to establish a clear title 
to thirty-five acres of land near Washington 
Heights. The Board of Educution and the 
city were notified formally of the suit. It oc- 
curred to the officers of the Law Department 
that the city had interests in the property that 
ovght to have been looked after. An investi- 
gation was made, and it was found that the 
property in question was once the property of 
the city—away back in 1847 or 1848. The 
Chicago Schovl Boara of that time had 
advanced $250 to the owner of the property. 
A mortgage was taken to secure the amount. 
The money was not paid when it became due. 
The mortgage was foreclosed and the property 
passed to the School Board. The Sheriff of 
that day, however, in conveying the title of 
the property to the city described it wrong. 
He gave the wrong ran The result of this 
error was that the Board of Education was not 
duly notified when taxes became due, and the 
property was sold and resold for taxes. Mar- 
garet S. Knapp finally bought it under a tax 
title and occupied it, The occupation dates 
back twenty years. In virtue of the tax pur- 
chase and the occupation she claimed the own- 
ership and filed a bill accordingly. The city 
demurred to the bill, in which the wrong de- 
scription of the property in the con- 
veyance to the Board of Education 
was followed up. The point was 
raised also that the —— having belonged 
to the Board of ucation, a public body 
which held it for puhlic’ purposes, it could not 
lose its title in it by failure to pay taxes. The 
statute of limitations as appiied to property 
does not affect that which is used for public 
purposes. Hence the twenty years’ occupa- 
tion law does not run in such a case. This 
point was raised by the city's lawyers in their 
demurrer to Mrs. Knapp’s will, but the court 
did not pass upon it. However, the demurrer 
was sustained on two points. Mrs. Knapp’s 
attorney will have to file an amended bill. 
The rights of the city can be raised again on 
the answer, and the probability is that the 
pruperty will be restored to the city on the 
payment of the taxes with interest. The 
property is valuable—worth from $30,000 
to $40,000—and the city’s lawyers will fight 
hard for it. If it is lost to the city the blame 
will rest on the Sheriff who made the error 
and on the School Agents who did not attehd 
to their duties. 

| Another Instance in Point. 

This was Mr. Dickey’s case. Mr. Chetlain 
had another case in which the city’s property 
rights have been jeopardized by the negligence 
of former officials. Todd street, in the Fifth 
Ward, lying between Grove street and the 
Chicago River, was rented during Mayor 
Roche’s administration to Louis Hutt for 8850 

rannum. The rental was paid up till May, 

889, when Cregier was Mayor. It has not 
been paid since. Mr. Hutt has refused to pay. 
In fact he now claims ownership in the prop- 
erty, or at least he disputes the city’s owner- 
ship. The property beionged to the Canal 
Com missioners and was dedicated for street 
purposes. It has. not been used much 
for street purposes. Mr. Hutt thinks 
it ought to revert to the Cana! Commissioners, 
of which he is one. The city’s lawyers have no 
doubt, however, of their ability to make Mr. 
Hutt pay his rent and to prove the city’s title 
to the property, which is 225 feet tong and 60 
feet wide. 

A third case was brought to light yesterday 
by Q. J. Chott, also of the Law Department. 
It is a narrow strip of ground along Butter- 
field street, between Thirty-fourth and Thirty- 
lifth. It is 640 feet long. It was rented some 
years ago by Rhoads & Ramsey at $600 per 
annum. The rent was paid till May 1, 1889, 
soon after Cregier became Mayor. It has not 
been paid since. There is now due to the city 
over $1,600. Mr. Chott has sued for this in 
the name of the city. Rhoads & Ramsey 
claim an offset of $600 for havi put up a 
fence. But the lease stipulated ‘that a fence 
should be erected. The leaseholders, more- 
over, want the lease renewed at the old rental, 
and, it is said, have been negotiating for the 
sale of their present lease at a profit. 
will, it is claimed, be forced to settie. 


Mr. Chott said yesterday in connection with . 


this and other matters: “It is singular how 
many of those claims in behalf of the city 
have been allowed to run in arrears since May 
1, 1889. We find some of them nearly every 
week and are forcing the delinquents to settle. 
But it is not always easy to discover them on 
account of the way the records were kept.“ 

The question of the property rights of the 
city also came up yesterday at a meeting of 
the Engineering committee of the Drainage 
Board. Mr. Wenter said he had been assured 
that many encroachments had been made on 
the river by private parties. Mr. Cooley 
suggested that it would be a good thing to 
survey the river with a view to 
proper delimitation. The cost, it was esti- 
mated, would be $25,000. It is believed it 
would exceed that amount, but the investment 
would no doubt be a profitable one. It h 
been frequently charged that che Pennsylvania 
railroad company now occupies property be- 
longing to the city worth $100,000. The city 
officials hope that the Drainage Board will 
make the surveys. Thereafter, it is said, there 
will be an enforcement of the city’s property 
rights. 

Other cases than the foregoing can be cited 
where the city’s rights have been evaded. The 
Law Department is now making a partial in- 
vestigation.

Treasurer Kiolbassa Says Hell Only Sur- 
; render a Little. : 

City Treasurer Kiolbassa is indignant that 
any inquiry should be made into whether he 
has turned any interest on the public funds 
over to the city. He admits, however, that he 
has not turned over any interest and when 
asked about the matter yesterday said: 

I made no promise to turn over the inter- 
est every month or even quarterly.

MR. ARTINGSTALL NOT DISTURBED. 


The Engineering Committee Meets, but 
Tells Him Not to Attend, 

Mr. Artingstall had a day of peace if not of 
rest yesterday. The Engineering committee 
of the Drainage Board met and aftera brief 
consultation of the members the Engineer 
was told that he would not be required to 
attend the session. He therefore went about 
his business as usual. The next meeting will 
be held Tuesday, when the question of rail- 
road bridges over the proposed channel at 
Corwith will be considered. The representa- 
tives of the roads that cross at that point will 
be invited to be present. Thursday the com- 
mittee will meet the representatives of the 
roads which will cross the channel at other 
points. 

The committee yesterday briefly listened to 
Mr. Rohrback, Capt. Harmon, and members of 
the Canal Street Bridge Improvement Asso- 
ciation, who want the Drainage Board to as- 
sume the expense of widening the draw of the 
river at Canal street. There was some ques- 
tion as to the legal right of the board to as- 
sume such cost. The matter was referred to 
the Attorney. Mr. Goodrich told the commit- 
tee afterwards that to assume the indebted- 
ness might deprive the board of the right to 
make special assessments for widening the 
river at Canal street and other points. Capt. 
Harmon made some references to Capt. Mar- 
shall's report on the Canal street and Fort 
Wayne bridges, whereat Mr. Cooley smiled 
sarcastically. He does not, like Capt. Mar- 
shall. Then occurred the discussion on the 
survey of the river, and Mr. Rohrback and 
his friends withdrew until Tuesday, when 
they will again have a-hedring. An effort will 
be made to have a representative of che city 
present on that occasion. ' 

It was learned yesterday from good authori- 
ty that a majority of the members of the 

rainage Board are decidedly and deter- 
minedly opposed to a change of the route of 
the proposed canal between the Stock-Yards 
and Summit. Mr. Cooley stands alone, or 
nearly alone, in support of the opinion that 
the route be changed. Mr. Eckhart, Mr. 
Boldenweck, and even Mr. Wenter have ex- 
pressed themselves strongly against the 
change unless there &re quite strong reasons 
therefor. They are disposed, too, to stand by 
Mr, Artingstall, In fact, Mr. Cooley and his 
organ have been pushing things too hard, and 
there are signs of impatience, if not of revolt, 
among those who were counted as his follow- 
ers a week ago.

Ohio Re-elects President Mayer. 


The General Passenger Agents apd Board of 
Rulings of the Central Traffic and 
Associations at their meetitig in New York 
yesterday killed the Alton bvuycedtt, but new 
measures were taken to prevent the payment 
of commissions on passenger traffic. The 
new scheme proposes that each road con- 
cerned in the abolition of passenger com- 
missions shall make arrangements with its 
own connecting lines to enforce the agree- 
ment. Each line receiving a certain amount 
of passenger traffic from another line shall 
direct an equal percentage of its own 
passenger business over that line. By this 
plan it is expected that every railroad agent 
will be made a watchful guard against the 
offering of any inducements calculated to give 
one road an advantage over another. 

Two-thirds of the general pasenger agents 
of the roads in the Central Traffic and Trunk 
Line Associations voted in favor of the above 
plan, and final action will be taken at a meet- 
ing of the joint committee of Trunk Line and 
Central Traffic Association roads to be held in 
New York a fortnight hence. 

Vice-Chairman Donald of the Central Traf- 
fic Association stated last evening that he 
considered the proposed plan perfectly prac- 
ticable, chiefly on account of its simplicity, 
and he felt confident that it would wipe out 
the payment of commissions on passenger 

‘traffic in Central Traffic and Trunk Line As- 
sociation territory. 

It 1s generally admitted that a at mis- 
take was made by the Eastern in de- 
claring a boycott against the Alton, and it is 
not probable that such a measure will ever be 

mployed again to — eommission paying 
roads into the traces. If the Eastern roads 
had refrained from adopting coércive meas- 
ures against the Alton, or any other line that 
persisted in paying commissions, and, in- 
stead, had made an earnest effurt to prevent 
their own ticket agents from accepting com- 
missions from other roads, the commission 
question, so far as the Eastern roads are con- 
cerned, would have been solved before now. 
At the time the boycott against the Alton was 
declared the Eastern lines were united against 
the payment of commissions, but the inability 
of the Board of Rulings to enforce its orders 
and its failure to apply the same measures, as 
were applied against the Alton, against all 
roads paying commussions in Eastern terri- 
tory, has created such dissensions as to result 
in the abandonment of the boycott by the 
Erie and other roads, and it is now doubtful 
whether these roads can be induced again to 
join in any measure calculated to wipe out thé 
commission system.

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THE SUPPLY TO BE AMPLE FOR 
ALL NECESSARY PURPOSES. 


Arrangements for Protection from Loss by 
Fire—Pamps Now Being Put on the 


Grounds—Water to Be Taken from the | 


Lagoons—How the Sewage Will Be Dis- 
posed Of—Engines That Are Within Call 
—South America’s Arrangements for the 
Fair—Other News of the Exposition. 


Exposition officials think they have a com- 
plete and efficient system of water supply for 
fire and sewerage on the Exposition grounds. 
They think this because they are putting in a 
set of pumps with acapacity of 24,000,000 gal- 
lons a day. This will form the regular water 
supply, but in case the system should break 
down the company have in addition a plant of 
four pumps with a capacity of 40,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. These pumps will take water 
ftom the lagoons for not only fire purposes 
but for the steam machinery and the fountains 
on the grounds. The water will be 
furnished from the Hyde Park Waterworks 
station through a thirty-six-inch main 
to Machinery Hall, where it will divide, and 
two thirty-inch mains conduct the water 
throughout the grounds from that point. 
Each Exposition building is to be surrounded 
by water-pipe not less than eight inches in di- 
ameter. The pipe is to be crossed at a dis- 
tance of 300 feet by a six-inch pipe. Three 
hundred feet apart are to be double-nozzled 
fire hydrants. Within the walis of each build. 
ing, at intervals of 150 teet, are to be stand- 
pipes rising to the roof, with hose connections 
on every fluor. Sufficient pressure will be 
afforded in the hydrants for ample fire pro- 


tection. 

While, at the present time, the Exposition 
management is in a measure dependent upon 
the city for water in case of fire, it is not 
wholly so. A temporary power plant of three 
pumps has been put in whereby water may be 
taken at a moment’s notice from the lagoons, 
and a 100 pound pressure sustained. On the 
grounds there is a steam fire engine for im- 
mediate use, and four city fire companies are 
always on call. There are also three chein- 
ical hose engines, twenty-four hose-carta, 12,500 
feet of hose, 400 hand chemical extinguishers, 
and 700 brine pails. Altogether there will be, 
when the water-works system is completed, 
twenty miles of water-pipe. The cost of put- 
ting in the plant is estimated at $149,000, 

"While arranging for fire protection the man- 
agement has been also luoking after the sew- 
erage. There will be 180 acres of roofs, and 
the discharge from them during a rain-storm 
will be conveyed into the lagoon. The water- 

ipes necessary for doing this wiil cost 

6,000. 

All'surface water will be discharged through 
a system of sewer-pipes into wells convenient- 
ly located and the water will then be pumped 
directly into Lake Michigan. It will be puri- 
fied, however, by chemical process. 

The sewage proper from the lavatories, elos- 
ets, cafés, kitchens, etc., will be received in 
ejectors and pumped by compressed air into 
the sewage tanks, where it will be treated with 
chemicals. The clear water is to be dis- 
charged into the lake and the solid substances 
remaining are to be burned under the fur- 
naces in Machinery Hall. There are to be 
four tanks for the collection, of the sewage. 
Each tank will be thirty-two feet in diameter 
They are to havs a 
capacity of 6,000,000 gallons aday, and their 
cost is estimated at $165,000. This includes 
all features of the sewage and sewerage prob- 
lem. 


SOUTH AMERICA AT THE FAIR. 


Report of William E. Curtis of the Bureau 
of Southern Republics. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec, 16.—President 
Harrison today sent to the Senate a letter 
from the Secretary of State inclosing a copy 
of the first annual report of William E. Cur- 
tis, tne Director of the Bureau of American 
Republics. Mr. Curtis says that the immense 
number of applications received for informa- 
tion about South American countries give am- 
ple evidence of an awakened interest in the 
commerce and the conditions of the neighbor- 
ing countries that is encouraging to those who 
are endeavoring to promote the social and 
a relations of the American rep ub- 

les. 

The report refers to the rapidly increasing 
export trade to Central and South American 
republics, and says that many United States 
manufacturers who have never attempted to 
sell merchandise in the Southern Continent 
are now sending agents into those markets to 
introduce their goods. The merchants of 
Mexico and the cities of Central and South 
America, who have heretofore. purchased their 
goods in Europe exclusively, are now coming 
to the United States, and invariably discover 
that they can find here nearly every article 
they need of a better quality and at no great- 
er cost than they can be obtained for in Great 
Britain, Germany, and France. The recent ly 
negotiated reciprocity arrangements, it is 
said, also afford them opportunities that are 
beginning to be underst and appreciated. 

Mr. Curtis refers to the work undertaken 
by the bureau of interesting the government 
and people of Latin-America in the World’s 
Fair. The invitation extended to them to par- 
ticipate in the Exposition has, he says, been 
cordially accepted by every republic and col- 
ony. Commissioners have been appointed 
and appropriations have been made to pa. 
the expenses of representation that exceed in 
the aggregate the sum of $2,000,000—more 
than has been provided for the same purpose 
by the States of the United States, with the 
State of Illinois excepted. The companies 
operating lines of steamships between 
the United States and the ports of 
Latin-America have joined heartily i 
the enterprise and have made most 
genérous concession in rates of transporta- 
tion, Nearly every one of the Southern re- 
publics will erect upon the Exposition grounds 
a building of its own, upon a design typical of 
its peculiar architecture, and surround it with 
practical illustrations of the life and industries 
of its people. The bureau has been enabled 
to prepare for exhibition at Chicago.a his- 
torical collection illustrating the discovery, 
the conquest, and the settlement of Latin- 
America, the colonial period, and the epoch 
of the revolution for independence. A naval 
officer is now in Spain superintending the con- 
struction of a caravel, which is to be an exact 
fau-simile of that in which Columbus made his 
first voyage of discovery. 

It is to be equipped in the same way and 
manner by 42 * sailors in the costume of 400 
years ago. Ihe vessel will be brought here in 
time to participate in the naval review that is 
to take place at New York in April, 1893, and 
will be towed through the lakes to Chicago to 
remain 2 Exposition.

TESTIMONY IN THE IRON LANDS CASE. 


Lewis A. Groff, Ex-Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, on the Stand. 

Dututs, Minn., Dec. 16.—[Speciai.]—In 
the contest for the valuable iron lands known 
as the Sec. 30 case, ex-Commissioner Lewis 
A. Groff was on the stand today 
in reference to the charge that the 
name of Emil Hartman had been erased 
after it left the Duluth Land Office, and be- 
tween the time of its filing and the beginning 
of the present hearing last August.

Two ex- 
perts in ink and writing have testified that the 
erasure has been made, and a third that there 
was never any insertion in the scrip. 


LARGER WHEAT RECEIPTS AT DULUTH. 


Condition of the Market Yesterday—RKe- 
ceipts and Shipments. 

Dorkorn, Minn., Dec. 16, — [Special.] — 
Wheat receipts were larger today than for any 
single day of this month, probably owing to 
the fact that a considerable amount 
of wheat has been bought here re- 
cently for holding and storage.

May No. 1 hard closed 946 
cents, nominal. No. 1 Northern opened 944 
cents, closed 934¢ cents. Receipts, wheat 
235,687 bushels, flax 5,715 bushels; shipments 
wheat 14,735 bushels. 


FIRE CAUSES A Loss OF $20,000, 


Matthew Laflin's Four-Story Brick Visited 
Early Yesterday Morning. 

The four-story brick building and contents 
at Nos. 6 and 8 Wabash avenne was damaged 
by fire early yesterday morning to the extent 
of $20,000. The buildimg is owned by Matthew 
Laflin, and occupied on the first floor by 
Mann Brothers, dealers in woodenware, who 
sustained a loss of $3,000. Otis F. Favor, 
dealer in sapolio, also occupied the first floor, 
and his loss will reach $3,000 by water, Mo- 
Dowell & Co., tobacconists, on the ground 
floor, suffered a loss of $2,000 by water. 

The fire originated in the rear of the third 
floor, occupied by the Kinsella Glass com- 
pany. Its place was entirely burned out and 
its loss will reach $4,000. On the fourth floor 
a sample line of chairs owned by Mann Bros. 
and alot of upholstered goods owned by L. 
E. Steinman. They lost about $600 each, the 
stock being almost entirely destroyed. ° 

On the second floor was the Columbia Cof- 
fee company, who lost $2,000; Apgar & Co., 
confectioners’ supplies, who lost $1,500; gnd 
A. C. Calkins, canned goods, whose loss is $500. 
Most of the losses are covered by insurance. 

The loss on the building will reach $5,000. 
The cause of the fire is a mystery, as there 
was no combustible material on the floor 
where it originated. 


PROHIBITION QUESTION IN VIRGINIA.

License. 

Ricumonp, Va., Dec. 16.—| Special. |—Poli- 
ticians here are startled at the show for prohibi- 
tion made by the State prohibition conven- 
tion which adjourned today.

MINNESOTA WANTS NO NATIONAL PARK. 


Protest of the St. Paul Chamber of Com- 
merce Sent to Washington. 

Sr. Pavt, Minn., Dec. 16.—[{Special. ]—The 
St. Paul Chamber of Commerce today prob- 
ably effectively blocked the scheme to turn 
one-third. of the State of Minnesota .into a 
national park. The last Legislature passed 
at the request of the American Forestry Asso- 
ciation a resolution memorialising Congress 
to set apart for a park millions of acres of 
land in the Counties of St. Louis, Itasca, and 
Beltrami, around the great lakes of the 
northern part of tne State. For several 
weeks the business bodies of Duluth, Crook- 
ston,and Red Lake Falls have been protesti 
against the scheme and today the St. Paul 
Chamber of Commerce forwarded to the Sen- 
ators and Representatives of Minnesota in 
Congress an urgent request to oppose the es- 
tablishment here of a great forest reservation 
on the ground that it is nut in the interests of 
the further growth of the State in population 
and wealth to set apart as a park such a vast 
area, containing valuable iron deposits, vast 
timber tracts, and considerable tracts of good 
farming land.

CHINESE GIRLS ARE SOLD AS SLAVES. 


Discovery of a Mart in Victoria Where 
They Are Put Up at Auction. 
Szarris, Wash., Dec. 16.—The authorities 
at Victoria have discovered in that city regu- 
lar slave shambles, where the Ch:inamen buy 
women as they would buy tea. An investiga- 
tion has just revealed the careers of six Chi- 
-nese girls who arrived by the Empress of 
China about the middle of October. These 
girls, ranging in age from 11 to 14 years, 
were in charge of two old women, Chin 
Ah Die and Chan Sui. Immediately upon 
the arrival of the steamer they dis- 
posed of the two oldest for $1,400 and 
$1,500 respectively; but they bound the 
four younger ones over to Lin You, with in- 
structions to wait for a better market. Mon- 
day last she sold them for $1,410, $1,610, $885, 
and $770 respectively, cash being paid down.

ah Quong Fook, who bought a child of 13, 
is well known even beyond Chinatown. He is 
a gambler and crook, and as sharp as a 
needle, His room 1s reached by ascending a 
steep, narrow flight of stairs, pitch dark, both 
day and night. The door was opened to ad- 
mit a friend,“ and closed again with the 
searchers inside. The child, loaded down 
with the weight of costly silks and enormous 
ornaments, st in the room pale and 
sickly looking. She told her tale after a great 
deal of kind coax.ng. She was merely a slave.
